A True Story of the War in Missouri. 


These are times teeming with tragedy, no 

Jess real ond terrible that only here and 

there is any record made, save in the hearts 

that break and the lives that are desolated. 

Still the battle. field has its halo of glory, and 

though each individual sacrifice is not re- 

corded, the patriot-soldier’s devotion and 
death will to the end of time furnish theme 
for song and story. 

To my hero was youcbsafed no such 
plessed and_glorious martyrdom, no trium. 

phant death on the ficld, dearer to many a 

noble soul than any blessedness of life apart 

from duty. My story is less dignified, more 
shocking, though, alas !nolesstroe I fear 
many will turn away from the sad details. 

You would rather read some thrilling narra- 

tion of daring exploit in battle, such as I 

may not write to-day, If any friend of 

yours bas served through a campaign in 

‘Missouri or Arkansas, you probably will not 

believe that I at all embellish the facts I 

ive you. If not; if youhave never read 
for yourself in some heloved hand-writing 
schreely recognizable through the rage and 
horror which dictated Ii, the story of our 
dead at Pes Ridge, scalped and mangled by 
the sayage allies of our foe; it you have nét 
heard your own brotber teil, under his 
breath, with pallid faceand clenched fists, of 

- our wretched teamsters, tiken unarmed near 

Searey,®set free with tongues cut out, or 

eye-lidsand lips cut away ; or of the poor 

Wisconsin boys, taken by the Rangers in 

their first charge on our brave little band in 

the desperate battle of Bayou Cache, whom 

he found three hours later swinging from a 

tree, their wrists cut through to the bone by 

the Jariat, with which each had been jerked 
up alive, before receiving through his body 
the contents of all the rifles at hand, through 

‘ono of whom ho counted acyentevn ball 

holes. If no one whom you love and trust 

has forced upon your individual belief facts 
like these, then I do not expect to make my 
story real to yous 
Jacob Shultzer, after serving his tine iv 
the army, left the’ Fatherland to try his for- 
tune in the land of promise, which for years 
had largely filled his daily und nightly 
dreaming.

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PROCLAMATION OF THE PRESIDENT. 
SUSPENSION UF THE HABEAS CORPUS, 


By raw Pacsiwexr ov THE UNITED‘STATES, 
A PROOLAMATION, 

‘Wreneas, the Conatitution of the United States 
of America hss ordained that the privilege of the 
writ of habens corpus ehsll not be suspented, 
unleas when ia cases of rebellion or invasion 
the public safety may require It; and whereas 
A rebellion was existing on the third day 
of March, 1263, which rebellion 1a still extating; 
and whereas, by 8 atatuto which was Approved 
‘on that day, {t was ennoted by. the Senate ant 
House of Representatives, in Congress assembled, 
that during tho present insurrection the Preal- 
ent of the United States, whenover tn his judge 
ment the public safety may require, fs autho- 
rized to suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus in any csee throughout the United States or 
any part thercof; and whereas, iu the judgment of 
the President of the United States, the public safety 
does require that the privilege of the eatd writ eball 
now be suspended throughout the United States, in 
the caren where, by the authority of the Preaidont of 
the United States, the military, naval, ood civil 
officers of the United States, or any of them, hold 
pergons under thelr command or tn their custody 
either as prisoncra of war, aples, or aidera or abet~ 
tore of the enemy, or oillcers, soldiors or scamen en- 
rolled, drafted, or mustered or enlisted in, or belong- 
ing to the Isnd oz caval forees of the United States, 
or as deserters therefrom, or otherwise amenable to 
military law or the rules and artleles of war, or tho 
rules or regulationa prescribed for the military or 
naval eeryice by authority of the President of the 
United States, or for resisting 8 dratt, or for spy 
other offence ngatoct the military or naval eorvice : 

Now, therefore, I, Abrabam Lincoln, Prealdent 
of the United Ststes, do hereby proclatin and make 
imown to sil whomit mny concern, that the privi- 
lege of the writ of habens corpus is suspended 
‘throughout the United States,@& the eeveral cases 
belore méstiored, aad that this ouspencion will 
continue throughout the duration of the sald rebel- 
on, or unt!i thi proclamation shall, by» subse 
quent one to de laaued by tho President of the 
United States, de modified or revoked. And Ido 
hereby require all. magletrates, attorneys, and other 
‘civil officera within the United States, and all oftl- 
‘cers and others in the military) and naval eervice of 
the United States, to,take distinct notice of this 
suspension, and to give it full effect, and all citizen 
of the United States to conduct and govern them- 
‘elves accordingly, and in conformity with the Con 
stitution of the United Ststes and the laws of Con- 
reas, {n such cares made and provided. 

In testimony whereof, I hereunto set my hand 
and cause the sesl of the United States to be at 
fixed, this fifteenth day of September,lin the year of 
our Lord one thousand, elght hundred and sixty- 
threc (1863), and of the independence of the United 
Stateo of Americs the elghty-cighth,

THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 

Ut in proper the public should be cautioned against 
bila purportisg to be upon the “Government 
Fisolr,” whics waprineipled persons aro sttempting 
to put into elroulation, They are dated at Wash- 
ington, and purporting to be “payable on demand,’ 
‘and, belng of a greenish color, they are Liable to be 
jalataken by the unwary for the old lasueof United 
States notes, most of which have been redeemed and 
cancelled by the Treasury Department. It is raid 
they have bea paseed quite extensively about New 
York, No such baok existe, An offlec, with the 
algn “Goverameat Baok}” over its door, was come 
time ngo clored by the Provost Marshal of the War 
Department, 

‘The Treasurer of the United States bas recently 

received additional evidence that the two millions 
of dollare for the pay of General Graxt’s army 
were actually on board the Ruth at the time of the 
fre. Much of the monoy bas been recovered, ins 
charred condition, and acommission has been ap- 
pointed to extend the search for tho portion yet mis- 
sing. ; 
Siuce te coasiagration at Lawrence, Kansna, 
eight or nine prckages of notes have been sent to 
the Treasury, to be exchanged for othere. They 
were subjected to fire, but not so much injured that 
their real character cannot pe easily deatified. It 
seems that, in the case of the treasury notes, the 
‘chemicals eaployed form ncosting which sifords 
partial protection from flkme. 

Tt ln necertained that of the fifty-cent postage cur. 
reney there are nine different counterfeit; of the 
twenty-fives aud tens, two counterfelta cach, and 
‘of the fies, one; to eay nothing of the mutilation of 
notes, the fragmenta of which are pasted together to 
form “currency,” by those whore galoa, in this re- 
spect, would be'at least equal if thelr labor were de 
voted to honest toll. 

‘The present postage chrrency in coming into the 
treasury at the rate of about fifty thousand dollars 
2 day; and bout two mfllioue of the twenty millions 
of dollara in those small denominationa have al- 
ready been returned. The Ofty and twenty-five-cont 
notes will be withdrawn, nod the new and improved 
Insucs will soon begin to take thelr place, The 
withdrawal of the fivea sod tene will be more gra- 
dual. : 

‘All the notes returned are counted in the Treaou- 
Ter's office, put up in packages of ten dollars, and 
then cut in bslves by means of a machine. Each 
half parcel is again counted by a different person, 
thus making three counts, The Inbela on each pack- 
age are in duplicate, with the name of the first 
counter writtea thereon, Soin care of » mlatake, 
reference can readily be made to the register, and 
the error corrected. About thirty young Indice are 
employed in this buelner in the Tressuret’s bureau, 
together with male clerks, sll under tho” special 
direction of General Sroswen, the Treasurer of the 
‘United States, whose efficiency and close applica~ 
fon to business docs not scem to impalr his appn- 
rent robuet health. It s.eaid that during last year 
jhe worked, with only occssional deviations, aeven. 
teen hours a days 


THE SUSPENSION OF THE HABEAS COR- 
‘PUS—SPEOIAL INSTRUOTIONS, 

‘Tho Secretary of War hao ordered that tho act of 
Congress relating to tne suspension of the writ of 
habeas corpus and proslamation of the Preaident 
based upon the same, be publighed for the informa- 
tlon of all concerned, and that the following special 
{nstructions for perfons in the wilitary service of 
the United States be strictly observed, namely: 

‘The attention of every officer in the military ser 
Vice of the United Ststes te called to the proe 
Hon of the Preaident Issued on the 16th day of Sep: 
tember, 1553, by which the privilege of the writ of 

orpus Je sucpended. If, therefore, a writ of 
jiebeas corpus. should, in violation of the nforcaaid 
proclamation, be sued Out apd eerved upon any officer 
Ja the military service of the United Statea, command, 
ing him to produce before any court or judge any pers 
gon n bia custody hy authority of the President of 
the United States, belooging to spy oneof the clasece 
spoeited in the Presideot's proclamation, tt shall be 
the duty of euch ollicer to make koown, by bie 
certificate under onth, to whomeoever may Leuc 
such wrlt of labeas corpus, that the person named 
fa the sald writ Is detained by him as A prisoner un- 
der the authority of the Preaident of the United 
Staten, Such return having been made, If any pereon 
serving or attempting to,eerve euch writ, elther b 
fhe command of sny conrt or otherswiee, and wit! 
or without process of Iaw, ehall attempt to arreat 
ho officer making such returo, snd holding 
Io custody: mich person, the bald officer Ls 
hereby commanded to refuse submission and obe- 
lence to such arreat ; aud if there should be any: 
tempt to tale auch person from the custody of euch 
oificer, or arrest such ollicer, he shall realet euch at- 
tempt, calling to bla ald any force that-may be ne~ 
cestary to matotain the authority of the United 
Btater, and render auch reelstance effectual.

SPEAR’S BRIGADE—UNION LEAGUES—AP- 
PEARANOE OF THE TOWN—THP PEOPLE 
—DESERTERS—FOR WARD MOVEMENT.

MoMINx VILLE, Tonn., Sept. 14, 1663. 

The brigade of East Tennessee troops under the 
command of Brigadier General Spear, which le now 
the Third Brigade, Third Division of the Reserve 
Corps, under Major General Gordon Granger, who 
commands the District of Tennessee, composed of 
all that part of the Stato of Tennestee lying north 
of the Tennersge river, with headquarters at Nash- 
ville, bas been for several day encamped at this 
polnt. The health of these troops never bas been 80 
ood sinco they have been In the zervice aa at the 
present time, As they appronch nearer to thelr 
native mountains, feel thelr cool breezes, and drink 
the pure, good water which overywhere oprings ap 
at tho base of the moudtsing and through the 
valleys of East Tennessee, the spirita of the East 
Tenneszesnorite higher and higher, and thelr bodily 
strength growa stronger nad stronger. We saw 
many familiar facea of old frleuds, men who not 
only have taken prominent porltions during thle 
rebellion, but who aro deatined to wield the 

controlling power in thia State after the re- 

Dellion is crusbed out. And se-the action of the 

great State of Tennessee on many questions of vital 

importance, which will naturally arise hereafter, 
will be looked forward to with great interest, we 
will give the, namea of some of those men we saw.

UNION LEAGUE. 

A Counell of the Union League bas aleo been 
organized So this brigade, which, although young, 1s 
in a flourlabing condition and growing rapidly. The 
Council haa been named the “First Council Ten- 
neesce Army Union Lengue,” and numbera some 
thing over one hundred members ; and Inat night, 
when we dropped in upon them, was only the third 
mectiog of the Council, On this ocenaion® ifty-six 
ew members were admitted, which almost rivals 
the Nashville Gounell® Dan 0. Trewhitt, A. A. G., 
1s prealdent of the Counci}, with the following lat of 
officers: Colonel Wm, B, Stokes, vice presldent ; 
Colonel James T. Shelley, marshal; Major John 
Murpby, eceretary ; Surgeon J. B. Moore, treasurer. 
‘The League holds Its mectings {n what wae formerly 
the Masoole Hall, but which bss been atripped of af 
ita Mnsonte parapherpalis by the deaccrating hands 
ofrebele. The hall was originally a very fine one, 
bolng large and roomy, and most conveniently ar 
‘ranged for the purpose for which it was deslgned. 
‘A Jarge portion of the Inhabitants havo been for the 
Union all these long months of war and destruction, 
nnd many of them are very Anxious to become mem 
bere of the League, so that they can bave a permn 
nent Council Jeft here of thelr own, ebould the troops 
move away. 

ADTRARANOE OP THE TOWN. 
‘The town vi McMinnville has not euffered as 
much from the ravages of war 8 we had been led to 
suppose The place originally contained about it 
teen hundred of tw thousand inbabitante, apd ts 
the county ecat of Warren county.

perty ha» beep tulesrapted or Injured that we could 
ace or hear of, except the Jnjry tustained by como 


of the busiuces houses, the courthouse and nehueh 
Delong ured by that detestable horse thief, John Mor 
xan, for atsbling horace, many months ago, in the 
early part of hiscarcer. The reaeon wo heard given 
why Morgan thua uzed the court house and chirel 
was that tho last gathering in the court houec had 
been a Union domonstration, aud: ‘the Inst sermon 
preached In the church had been preached for the 
Union, General John H. Morgan, O. S, Ay or 
‘phaved-head John” of Ohlo-penitentlary notode 
ty, like many another dog, bas had his doy; he ls 
Wound up at last, snd will bo no more heard of 
during this war, He has got to the end of hia rope, 
or not quite to the end of it elther, If he had his de- 
torts; for ho has dono enough petty stealing, enough 
highway robbery, and murdered enough innoceat 
people, to hang  dozéo common wen. 

‘Tho railroad bridge, which crosecs ‘Collins rivers 
Uitte south of the town, was burned by Col. Wilder 
Inst spring, and prevents the este from running tnto 
the town, which was the terminus of this branch of 
the Nashville and Ohattanooga Rosd from Tulla- 
homs. Tho cars, however, come within » milo of 
town, and that answers every purpose whilo the 
river is at Jow wajer and foriable. "The large cob 
ton factory and nteam fouriog mUl-located here, 
both Iaixe buildings bullt of brick, were deatroyed 
by Col. Wilder, and these were the only buildings 
destroyed. The factory was quite an extensive 
affair, and had been very actively employed in-turn- 
ing out grayback cloth for rebel uniforms during the 
past two years. Of courec, ‘being in the rebel ser 
vice, the factory was subject to confiscation. Col. 
‘Wilder confiscated it in hfs peculiar, but effective 
mauner, Tho flouring mill had also been 4 worker 
in the rebel caute, grinding night avd day for tho 
army. At some future day the mill will bo re 
built; but the factory probably never. The Female 
Seminary, alao a tine briel building, was one of the 
Jargést nad moat flourishing In the State. The 
building has not been injured, and fs at present 
‘used asa hospital for our elok.

The male portion of the inhabitants In and about 
Medlinnville ara ucarly all—at least, by for the 
greater portion of them—glad to aco the Federal 
army coming amonget them as conquerors. Many 
of them have been firm, though elleat, adherents to 
the old Government all the time; and those who 
were not soatrongly for the Government aro tired 
of the war, sod have long ago given up all hopes of 
the auccers of the South. Thoy sre, nll of them 
oaly too willing to take the onth of allegiance, that 
they may remain nt home in peace and security. 
For they now belioye they can do that, un- 
dor the protection of the Federal arnie; and 
poace and security are two thinge no citi 
zen of Tennessee haa known sinco the break 
fog out of thia moat wicked rebellion.

‘Tuttle's regiment clroulated widely in the other re- 
glmonts in the fell, a0 that when the votes are taken 
there will be very few oant for the Copperhead tick- 
ct. The election will probably be more exelting 
than in Wlaconsla, as the parties sre more nearly 
equal in strength. Someof the violeat Copperheads 
have withdrawn from the ticket, oa {t was too rouch 
ofa war nature to uit them, Tholr ticket will pro- 
bably fall through, by resson of containing too much 
support of the war to sult the peaco advocates, while 
atthe enme time the earaeat war advocates will fil 
to vote it for o contrary reason. 

The troubles {n Milstourt aro as far as ever from 
velug healed. General Curtis was uable to secure 
tranquility, nod was removed to make way for s 
new pbyalelsn in the percon of General Schofield. 
‘Phe latter olllcer is no more succereful than was his 
predeceseor, and bia removal {s loudly enlled for: TC 
he {a not st this moment shorn of bis commacd, he 
fs likely to bo very soon, Rumor whispers from 
Wasblogton that General Hunter is to teke his 
place.

WAR MATTERS IN THE NORTHWEST-THE 
TROUBLES IN ILLINOIS— MORGAN’S 
MEN IN OHIOAGO—THE COMING ELEO- 
TIONS—DISSOURI AFFAIRS, &e., &o,

- Prainr pu Onren, Wis,, Sept. 19, 1869, 
‘The war has spread itecl{ throughout the entire 

Northwestern States, if one were to judge by the 

extension of semi-military Inw over this region. Six 

hundred miles from the Ohio river and three hun- 

‘dred below the most southern limit of tho Indian 

war in Minnezota, we find district commanders and 

provost marshals, On sccond gianco wo ascertain 
that theee ofllolala are located here for the purpose 
of porfecting the enrolment ond carrying out the 
provisions of the conscription law. Their dutica 
are not child's play, eepeslally in the more sparscly- 
settled regios 

‘Yn Illinois thore has been much talk of resletance 
to the draft, and a bitter feeling has sprung up be 
tween the two great parties that are reapectively 
for and sgainot the suppression of the rebellion, I 
wrote you recently that the Copperbeade had armed 
themselvea in eeversl portions of that State, and 
were openly perfecting themselyes in drill, For the 
past two weeks they have been more quict, but they 
were none the less busy. The announcement that 
there was to be no draft in the State waa probably 
the cause of the ccesation of their activity of preps 
ratlop, Sivce it haa been ngain announced that the 
draft will go on as projected, they have galvanized 
thomeclyes anew. 

Ifeverything 1s judiciously managed, there will be 
‘no serious disturbance. An accumulation of mill- 
tary force in yarious portions of the State, snd 
partiewarly In Chicago, will be an excellent pre- 
veutive, Iam of opinion that the State authorl- 
ties will not begin operations uader the drafting 
Jaw until such necessary preparations have beeo 
made. No oneof the Western States wishes an 
enactment of the New York diegrace within her 
borders. . 

Just at present, Chicago hana liberal eprinkling of 
visitors from Kentucky and Tennessee. A large 
portion of the rank aod file of Morgan’s command 
succeeded in prosecuting their “journey due North” 
asfar as Oamp Douglss, As most of the men are 
from Kentucky aud Tennessee, theiririends have paid 
‘a visit to the city of propellers, in the full expecta 
too of admission within the enolorure.

Even the 
Northern organ of gecession, the Ohicago Times, is 
tabooed, and the Inmates of Camp Dougise are 
forced to go without this morning erumb of coneoln 
ton. Ex-Governor Magotiin, of Kentucky, Ja on¢ 
of the vielters at Obieago, hia con being among the 
prisoners at the camp, 

In Wiscousia there 1s but little display of op- 
position to the laws of the nation. Early in 
the eesson there was much talk, but it bas 
tomewhat died away, In Milwaukee tho threat 
waa! made that there should be no enrolments 
‘snd for some time the authorities were unable to 
find apy one to accept the office of local provost 
marebal When the fortunate mao was found he 


proceeded with hie labors without molestation; the 
enrolment was completed with only some threo oF 


nouri politicians, of whatever grade or complexion. 
By so doing, he would receive the abuto of both 
partica, ond could feel confident that he was doing 
about right, Ina middle course will ie bis only 
safety. 

‘The announcement of the capture of Morris 
Jaland was recelyed throughout the Weet with ab 
cothualaem accond only to that following the occu. 
pation of East Tennetece. The latter event wan 
looked upon ses particular enuse for rejoicing, in- 
asmuch aa East Teoneeece has long been regarded 
ss tho only truly loyal portion of the Southern 
States, The city of Memphis has lately been at- 
templing to prove its fidelity to the Union by an 
ovation to Gencral Grant, 

‘You of the Eant may posslbly believe that this de- 
monatration means something, but there are few 
portonsin the Weat who are deceived by it. We 
sco that the allair was plsoned by men whore loy- 
alty haa beon at best ousplelous, and who are seek. 
ing certain fayora of the Government. Some of 
them have until very recently evaded taking the 
onth of allegiance. In East Tennessee there é no 
puch dissemblance. Before our armlea occupied 
Tennessee the refugees {rom the eastern portion 
were numbered by the thousand, while-thoze from 
Memphia and its vicinity could be eonnted on the 
fingers) ends. This {act alone tells the story, There 
were East Tenncesce regiments in Buell’s army 
when it Iny before Bowling Green. Who ever heard 
of a corporal’s guard of refugee Memphlanet 

General Stbley arrived at St. Paul yesterday, 
from hia expedition into the Indian country, and 
was greeted with s astute and ovation by the people 
of that clty, His troopa were expected to reach 
Fort Snelling today.

HE TREASONABLE CONSPIRAGY IN THE 
NORTHWEST. 
THE REDEL INTRIGUR—A OMAIN OF HISTORICAL 
RVIDENO,

‘About the 26th day of September, 1852, the rebel 
zeneral Bragg Jasucd an sadreea ftom Camp Dick 
Robloson to the oltizens of Kentucky and sthe 
Northwest, urgiog them to rally to hio atandard 
and free themacivea from the Lincoln tyranny. That 
there wero acceat any Wisloyal men in Kentucky 
who were waiting for an opportunity to join the re- 
bela, was well Known, apd General Bragg had good 
reaeon to call on them to joio hjs standard by elving 
thom yan nesurance that he would be able to p 
manently boli! Kentucky and make tts part of the 
Southern Confederacy. His army under General 
Swith had been victorfoun st Richmond in Avguat, 
fd he had warehed without molestation into the 
interior of the State with fifty thousand veterans 


apbrcheuaions were felt that the rebele would be 
able, by a vigorous da tke and hold It. To 
the most courageons mea the Federal causo looked 
gloomy enough, while to 1hé timid and those who 
Wworo vibrating between duty and ieloyalty,. It 
Jooked desperate, To the latter class the ciroularof 
General Bragg was opportune, aud, certalaly ad 
Uta eifest, for the, moment that ‘the Kentucky, Le 
slafure assembled at the capital in January, ¥$63, 
he chairman ofthe Committeo on Federal Tela: 
tloos tatroduced a series of resolutions desougs- 
ing the action and polioy of the Federal Govern- 
ment in many things that had beea done prior 
to the spring’ gemalon of 1862, nx well ns alter 
Ward—the whole concluding with a resolution nsk- 
ing for the sesombling of a Convention of del- 
gates to mect at Loulaville; the delegates to bo 
Bent from Keatuoky and the Northwestern States 
to preveribe terma of poace between the United 
States and the Southern Confederacy. Shortly after 
Gon. Bragg Jenued his address, ecveral mon who 
secupled eminent polltical p itiona Io Kentucky 
aud the Northwestern States, who had previously 
profeercd to be In favor of the Vigorous prosecution 
Dr tho war agatont the rebele, immediately changes 
front, charged that thowar on tho part of the United 
Ststew was nn sbolition war, and declared them: 
delves in favor of withholding meane for {ts further 
Prosecution. Conepleuous amongat thore were Har- 
hey, chairman of the Committet on Federal Rel~ 
tous In the Kentucky House of Represcatatives ; 
Nat, Wolf, a member of same committee; Voor 
ble and Hendricke, of Todiana ; Richardson nod 
Story, of Tilinois; ‘Vallandigham, Pendleton, aud 
others, of Ohio. 

‘The fncte relied upon, the arguments used and 
menne of bringing about’ tho reault which they de 
sired, were pingularly cognate to thoze ured by the 
champlons of the echome in the Kentucky Legiein- 
ture. Harsey, Wolf, & Co, having failed tn their 
project in the House of Representatives, nod fading 
Yont their abjects were fully understood, although 
artfully concealed under a string of metaphysical 
Propoaitions, shortly afterward pulled off thelr dts- 
gulte snd declared themeelvea to be for no more men 
Bnd no more moucy to aid the United States to 
overthrowing the rebelllop. Precisely the stand that 
Breckinridge ond Burnell, of ‘Rertucky. ond Vallandi 
hom, of Ohio, hod taken in the Federal Congress ol t 
e=tra ression in ISL. 

Breokinrldge, Immediately after the adjournment 
of that eeralon of Congream went within tho rebel 
Tinea, aot ncsespted the commission of brigadier 
genctal fa thelr army. Burnett went tato the rebel 
Senate at Richmond, Virgioia, claiming to repre- 
gent the State of Kentucky in'that body. Valinn-

by Northwestern troops, and the Stato protested 
from the ravages of the rebel army by Northwestern 
wien, Davie said in his speech to the Lerlalature of 
Miettasiopl that the rst ray of hope and the fra! 
gleam of ight thal would burst upon the Southern Con- 
Federacy would be from the Northzeest. 

‘From the way that the Northwest had poured out 
her life-blood to expel Bragg from Kentucky, no 
Anforenco to justify Davie! nredletion ta the Miele 
sippinna could be fairly drawn. On the contrary 
cverytalog ostensible was against such an Inferencé, 
But he had information from General Bragg that 
did warrant bia prediction, and In # very fev days 
ofter Davia made his prophesy a movement to tie 
tho hands of the United States Goveromeat by 
witpholding men apd money for the further prosc- 
Gutlon of ‘the war sgainet, he rebele, was, com. 
ienced elmmltancously by Harney, Wolf. & Co. 1a 
Kentucky; Voorhles, Hendricks, & Co..0 Tndiana ; 
YVallandigham, Pendleton, & Co., {a Ohio; Richard 
bon, Story, & Co., In Mints, 2 

‘That theee men, at distant pointe from exch other. 
should all comtncbec to eripplo the Government and 
bid the rebelilon by precieely the ame menne apd 
Hine of action, without a concerted plan tn fulfil- 
ment of Davie’ prophesy, -and In tho very pince 
Pointed out by him, sod amonget the peoplo nd- 
Sreened by Bragg, te’very alngulat to any the least 
of It; and to men who are capable of connecting 
facta and dravving leaitimato inferences, baa the ap- 
pearance of x moral certainty that thero was a con- 
Eplracs to ald the rebellion by detaching the Stato 
of Kentucky and the Northwestorn States from 
the United States; that the potential political i 
strument through which these States and peote 
were to be authoritatively bound was to be the 
convention to be called to meet at Loutaville, under 
the auspices of the Kentucky Leglalsturo. That 
tho whole plan was arranged by Titeag and bie eal 
saries while he waa In Kentucky is a conclusion 
that lalrresiatible.

THE BATTLE AT QUA TTANOOGA. 
‘The general impression is that the contest 
‘at Chattanooga bas been a drawn battle, 
and although the pleasures of victory have 
only increased by their repetition, and we 
cau scarcely believe in any other result, we 
shall be satisfied if in the end it is found to 
be a drawn battle, Itis, perhaps, too soon 
to speculate upon the precise nature of the 
campaign which is thus brought to the issie 
of arms, The Western Department has been 
Tittle more than an intricate game of chess, 
jn which the pieces were moved slowly 
and cautiously with the iden of gaining 
the game by strategy and not by conquest. 
For eight months Roseorans has been hold- 
ing the rebels in their strongholds, gradually 
Amwing his lines around them, and quietly 
forcing BRAGG from Tennessee to Georgia. 
This he hns done so quietly, so patiently, but 
ati] so surely, that it has created slarm and 
panic in the South, without more than a 
common newspaper mention in the North. 
“Jt isa terrible thing,’? and a Richmond 
newspaper commenting upon the stratecy 
of Roszcrans, “to seo the whole State of 
Tennessee—absolutely the whole—in the 
hands of the enemy.’’ Nor did this rebel 
writer exaggerate the defeat—for Tennessee 
is now as absolutely in the possession of the 
Union as Massachusetts. Knoxville, the 
most cherished possession of the rebellion, 
for there treason assumed the license of ma- 
Tignancy, was finally released, aud with itthe 
whole mountain country of lower Virginis 
‘and Tennessce—a country which haé shown 
the noblest evidences of patriotic deyotion. 
The strategy which accomplished these re- 
sults caused great distress to the rebellion, 
and threatened it with calamities that would 
certainly have proved fatal, Leaving Ten- 
nessee in the hands of the loyal people, Rose- 
CRANs moved into the great State of Georgia, 
while Bunnsme bad the choice of throwing 
his forces into North Carolina or Virginia. 
He held what ere called ‘the mountains, 
which are the back-door of Virginia;"” 
Rosecrans was coming within casy dis- 
tance of Atlanta, the great d¢pot of the 
South, containing the workshops, ordnance 
stores, and powder mills, and another re- 
treat on the part of Braco might bring 
the Federal guns within range. Therefore 
something was necessary to be done. 

Whatever may have been the motives 
animating General Brace, it is certain that 
no resource remained but a battle or annihi- 
Jation. He could retreat no further without 
bringing Rosecrans into the very midst of 
Georgia—rich and gallant Georgia, the Em- 
pire State of the-South, and now the source 
of Southern strength. Therefore the battle 
at Chattanooga. Supposiog the Union 
forces to be recklessly divided, and anxious 
to throw a column upon the centre with the 
view of defeating Rosecrans and Burn- 
SIDE in detail, General Braca made the 
attack which results in the bgttle described 
this week. We cannot calf it a victory, 
for he wasensbled after the battle to hold 
his ground, and what is known as military 
Jaw prevents us from claiming d triumph.

DEATH OF COL. ROBERT M. LEE. 

We are grieved to announce the death of 
Colonel Ronert M. Lee, of Philadelphia. 
Be dicd on Monday last, in the city of 
Now York, very suddenly, the occasion of 
his death being a discase of the heart. Col. 
Lue appeared perfectly well up to the mo- 
ment of his death, although for» year or 
two past he bas been complaining of the 
malady which caused his death.

When war 
came and treason unyeiled its bloody front, 
he spurned it, and attached himeelf to the 
Union, Nor was it a mere gentle effort 
of duty. His devotion to the cause 
was fierce ond exbausting. He hated

He gave his two sons to the cause, and in 
the peninsular campaign one of them died 
gloriously, in the midst of battle, while the 
other was dangerously wounded, at his side.

Pennsylvania had few nobler sous than 
Rovent M. Ler, and his death will be 
imourned by thousands.

NoTES OF GOYRANOR OURTIN'S TOUR TROON 
WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA—SKETORES OF BRU, 
WARRES, MEADVILLM, AND THY GREAT OIL RE

Conny, Erlo Co. Pa., Sept. 15, 1663. 

Tt was ently inthe morning of Tuesday, the sth 
day of September, that the train approached the 
deantiful borough of MfiMintown, Juatnta coucty 
on the route of the Pennoylvanta Contra! Ratiroal. 
Nowhere can many more pleasant scence ve wit- 
neaged thon in thin aptendid valley, aud eepeotslty 1a 
‘the autumn, ‘Tho early frost tinglng the follogo, 
the cool, bracing air, the shorn mendow, tho our 
rounding hills, with their dark, yet changtog sls: 
dows, have more than once exolted the admiration 
of the traveller, I had nover before vietted DLiMta~ 
town, and therefore cajoyed my {iret obacryntion of 
Viv aituation and people. Like all Penneylvaols 
towne, It to characterized by thrift, comfort, and 1o~ 
auatry,  ApI walked over the bridge with Celosel 
Pattoraon, (who, from having been claeced amions 
the opponenta of the nomination of Gov. Curtin 1" 
now ono of his moat netiye aud aincere frlende,) 
ywas rejotced to fad, coated on his own door atep, Aa 
old Dewoeratioacquaintance of mauy years, Willism 
Wileon, Exq.

‘A committee having been despatched from Lewls- 
town, come twelve miles weat of Mitilintown, to In- 
vite ue to addreca the people there, Mr, Junkkin and 
myself took tho ears, aud reached that flourlehing 
borough about half-past six o'elock P.M, Tneon- 
celvably beautiful {8 the approach to Lewistown. 
{tie a pleture worthy of the pencil of tho painter, 
aud the inapiratlon of the post. The ellvery Juniats, 
with ito laxurlant shores, the handsome farina sod 
substantial dwellings, aud the bridge spanning the 
river, make up landscape whicb, st al! times, and 
eapestally at this cearon of the year, ean aowbers 
be surpatecd. Probably the richest man 10 this fer 
tlle valley is Tames Burns, Eeq., who Is eald to bo 
the owner of four or five valuable farme, and who, 
by his exergy, Industry, and {ntelligence, hao te 
cured tho esteem and confidence of hie fellow-cltl- 
zeus. I deeply regretted to hear that ho was not 
clareed among the friends of Governor Curtin. 
‘About half pxot reven o'slock we adresse’ n crowd 
which spontancously gathered to recelye un; and I 
think with good effect. Mr. Junkla’s speech was 
uuccommonly able and exhauet(ve. Gar friends Io 
Midlin must wakeup. They did not fem to be na 
thorouzhly orgentzod when I left, as thete nelghbora 
of Juiata. Exhortlog them to reaiember, snd to 
perform their duty in the comtog esmpatga, I re 
tired to bed, avd at five o'clock next morning took 
ie train for Pittabung, ono hundred and ninety 
iailee dictont, where I arrive about twelve o'clock

‘At Pittsburg I met Goveruor Curtin and his 
felonde, who were just startiog oo their Western 
four; and, ae Thad been favited to join thom, we 
took tho cars for Oleveland, at 1 o'clock, en the 7th, 
having only bad tiie to malas iy baggage and takoa 
hasty meal at Csorson’s Monougahela House, Our 
psrty consisted of Governor Curtia, ox-Governor 
William F, Johnston, Hon. P. O, Shannon, of Alle: 
gheny, James I, Worinll, Eaq., of Ascrisburg, Col. 
L, W. Smith, of Pittabarg, Mr. Wiltoo, reporter of 
tho Ualon State Central Committeo, nod myself. I 
yao gested at the olde of Governor Johnston, who 
poiated out to me the different country-eeato In the 
neighborhood of Pitteburg, the pleaannt aud flour 
{aug colony of the Econonultes, et Economy, and 
yaye me the names of the viliagea and atreams that 
wwe preeed. The Ohio rsa nt our aide for many 
miler, ond it was dificult to believe, as I gazed upon 
the low otsge of water, that such # mighty commerce 
conl bs berne upon its borom, Im aahort Ume, 
wollen by the autumnal rains, an extensive trade 
will oanute the wharver of Olnetnnath Loulsville, and 
Piitabure to ewarm with buainess, At Welleville, we 
JeftthoOhio, and veriek along the course of the Bea~ 
ver river. A etrange contrast was preacnted between 
thla region aad that had left. I saw none of the 
perfect cultivation, the substantial barns apd farm 
houee that have mado Lancaster county and the 
Cumberland VaUoy 00 famous; and, considering 
that! this part of Oblo has been settled for nearly 
fifty yoara, I was aurpriced at the difference. The 
country here 1s broad level, io iteclf presenting 
suother contrast to the rolling land between Phils- 
Gelptia aud Harrisburg. When we loft Alliance, 
Ohlo, where the Oleveland snd Wellayille sod the 
Poousylyanis and Ohio RaUroad forms junction, 
wo entered upon tho celebrated Weatern Reterve— 
the homo of an antl-alavery population, the seat of 
the higheet type of refinement, industry, acd sgtl- 
cultural sll), The spaco selected was at fret enlled 
the Western Conneaticnt Reterve, The boundary 
Hoes belag parallel to esch otber, an opportunity 
was agorded for laying out the land with great ex: 
notneas and with rectangular corners, This oppor 
tunity waa fully improved. The area of the Western 
Reserve is as regwar sg a chees-bosrd, with broad 
sud beautiful roads passing around the aquarcs, and 
crorsing them diagonally, Tho townships, T be 
Heve, aro five miles equate, town houses belo 
orecied Ju the centres, ‘Che people are taxed two 
nya! {abor per man to !;eep tho rovds In onder, and 
thece taxes are never felaxed, The consequence 
ts that tho country roads of the Reservo 
nro kept in better order than similar roads 
claowhere. Neainees {1 \h» characteriatio of the 
whole country aide, and rura lite is randered more 
beautiful by the ayomet-y and regularity of tho 
farma.

It 
was Jark when wo catered Cleveland, and, there: 
Tore, 1 did not enjoy the satlefaction of passing 
through Ite broad atrects and beholding Its beautiful 
Jocation aud luxurlous butldings. Clevoland ts the 
residence of Hon. John Brough, the Union candl 
date for Governor of Oblo. Ho Ja n wan of Iarge 
Srealth, and le unlvereally beloved. Long a member 
dr the Democratic party, having served tt In many 
publie powitiogs, he will be elected by an lihmenco 
fnajorily, ‘Thero were many persona at the hotel to 
reeelve Governor Curtla, aod Iwas presented to» 
Eumber who had noyer before voted any other thaa 
the Demoeratio ticket, but who aro now actively 
supporting Brough. After procuring eome clothing, 
nud partaking of s hasty moal at the Aogler Houte, 
Wwe took the train for Erio, distant nincty-tive 
niles, and artived there at two o'clock ia the 
Tmoralng of the loth. I had thus travelled four 
hundred and thirty-one miles In leeo than twenty 
hours, We.were mot at the dépot at Erle by my 
oll frlegdy Hon. Morrow B. Lowry, who {ovited 
Sudge Shannon and myself to partake of hie bospl- 
falitice, It was exactly twenty-three years lace T 
Visited the beautiful town of Erie, I wee thou at 
tached to the euite of James Buchansn, and In at 
tendance upon a Denwoerattc Convention for the pur- 
pote of advocating and assisting the claime of Mar 
tin Van Buren to a second election to tbe Pres 
dency. I ball never forget that ocoaston, Erle 
Wan 's amall, straggling, il-seaorted town, the ac~ 
fommodations of which were 6 unsuitable that 
owing to tho lasge concourse (for two Conventions 
had teen called together to advocate the respective 
cinime of Van Buren and Harrleon), there were few 
facilities for sleeping, or for cating, I remember 
well that I made an evening speech in the market 
houre, Whe I descended from the butcher's block 
from whleh I spoke, I antl “ Where eau we sleep to- 
night and where ahall wo get something to eat!” 
Mn Buchanan wae the gucet of P, P. V. 5. Hamot, 
Whose fine residence fronted Lake Erle, and whore 
house was filled with guests; but I had no such 
comfortable abode. After the remaric to which I 
havo referred, gentleman 10 uniform stepped for 
ward and said, Come to my house, I will give you 
shelter and food.” This was Douglass Ottinger, 
of tho United Statea rov-nue rorvice. And 
T eball never forgo: the eagerness with which my 
friends and myeell shared the horpitable fare he 
apread before ua, Sinov that time, wueu the popu- 
lation of Erle was about four thousand, it has 
nwollen into a population of Bfteca thousand, and 1s 
now one of tho mos: beautiful and progressive 
cities In tho Union, After a good sleep at Mr. 
Lowry's, Wwe pacecd out to Jook upon the changes 
produced tn t\venty-three years. Broad atrect, 
splendid manclons, numerous churches, colleges, 10- 
otitutes, manufactories, sud echool-housce give it 8 
metropolitan appearance. ‘The Erle cemetery alone 
ia ono of the wonders of tho lake shore. Our host, 
Senator Lowry, waa in 1810 6 realdent of Crawford 
county, and was then a hard-working man, struggling: 
for )is livelihood, and a leader of the Democratic 
party. He fa now one of the wealthiest men io 
Northwestern Pennsylvania, and a Republicso 
Jeadcr, His mansion is tho abode of elegance and 
Fellnement; his benevolence uvoatentatious sud 
general; hfe position among the highest and moat 
reepected. ‘There Is no belter way to judge of 9 man 
than to sce him In the bosom of his own family ; and 
{f we judge Mr, Lowry by this standard, it 16 cay 
to ace that he deaervea the confidence of the people, 
and the respect of his political adversaries, Many 
wwore the Luztances of hia charity and genctority that 
came to my Knowledge, Walking along the streots 
of Erie, we meta young fellow who had lost an arm 
in battle, and who was presented to me as Lieut. Col. 
Huydckooper, Senator Lowry explained to me that 
the mother of this young man, with tho trac devos 
tlon of a noble heart, upon hearing of his cevere 
yrounde, bad gone to the hospital to seek him outy 
a hospital distant five hundred miles from the place 
of her reslilence, The Senator wns present when 
she found her eoldler aon, You can well {msgine 
the affecting scone which followed—the gladness of 
the wounded soldier to nee his mother, and her own 
agony at meeting ber mutiinted boy. Lowry, who 
J ono of tho wort eeneltive of men, stood by and 
Witnessed thie eceno with flowing tears, and be 
turned to the mother and esld, “Ob, madam, 1s this 
not terrible!” Her reply {a worthy of all that we 
hear of the Roman matrona of early days. Straight- 
ening hernelf, sud bruehing her tears {rom ber eyen, 
the apewered, "It to vory sad, tt 1s very horrible, 
Mr, Lowry, but it ts not half so sad nor half zo horrible 
‘a3 hwnan slavery)” And, would you believe It, that 
when I met thie youngater, st Meadville, he had the 
audacity to tell me that he fatended to return to the 
army? 

‘The people were by this time coming in crowds to 
the maes meeting; processtong, adorned with tings 
and marching to mattlal and national airs, parsed 
slong tho streeta; carriages filled with beautiful 
‘women Waving tho banner of the country ; wagons 
densely crowded with stalwart avd ehoutlog men, 
produced tho most agreeable exbilarstion ; every 
street was an avenue, aud nesrly all the houses, on 
both aides, were open to the populace. Here, ns elec 
where, I mets number of old Denocratic friends, 
who recelved mo with cordinlity and kindnees, and 
warmly approved my political course, I wieh it 
wero in my power to give you a falthful description 
of the events of the afternoon aud evening. The 
grent mectiage that qacembled at Erte in 1840, which 
have nlwasn been remembered a5 monsters of thelr 
kind, were overabadowed by thia mighty seeemblage. 
Not nlone the numbers that flocked in, blocking the 
highways and pavements, surging in and around the 
hotele, snd crowding the parks of the city, but the 
decp Arresistible and religious feeling indicated a 
very different caugo and a very different sentiment 
from thore which rallied parties twenty-three years 
ago. From twelve o'clock at noon until twelve 
o'clock at midnight, thousands heard the arguments 
of the different gentlemen Invited to address them on 
the jraues of the day, What added renewed interest 

the oecaaion, wau the prezeuce of numbers of re 

{rood and discharged soldiers, who took the live- 
Jiest interest in the proceedinge, and rent the alc 
with thelr shouts for Governor Curtlo, The only 
drawback was the fact that I was not at that time 
accompanied by an accurate phonographer, The 
opeech of Governor Curtin was an effort that should 
haye beon prexerved. Never shall I forget Ite etfect 
upon that great mass of men, Women, and children. 
Ho discussed the various questions with signal 
abllity, leaving no doubt na to bis otholoxy 
and his patriotion, No pact of bis apeech waa more 
warmly welcomed than bls magonoimous and 
atriking vindlestioa of the polly of Mr, Lincola 
‘and bie Administration. But it was wheo he called 
the attention of the audience to the fret that he 
naked thetr support because his clection would be » 
tridute to the army nod navy, aud eome slight re~ 
cognition of the selfescrifcing bravery of the 
solijers of Pennoslvania, that he atwakencd the 
greatest enthuslasm, Without sasaultiag bis con. 
petitor, ho drevy attention to the fact that Judge 
Woodwant was the author of tho opiaton dis: 
franchising the soldiers. and thnt he was ruoulog on 


‘8 platform framed and erected at Harrisburg, ono of 
the chief features of which ts a resolution endorsing 
end sympathizing with Vallandigham, who, while in 
Congress, refused to vote supplies and money to the 
troup: sighting for the old flog, At this moment I saw 
tears roiling down the checks of hundreds. Sented 
near the opot where Governor Curtin stood was an 
‘old nailor, the only survivor of the crew of th flag 
abip of Commodoro Perry in tho victory of Lake 
Erle, (nud Governor Curtin spoke on the anaiver. 
tary of Perry's victory,) and when the Governor 
took the old man by the hand, aud ralsed him to his 
aidé, #0 that all could behold him, cheers msde the 
welltin ring, snd new emotions excited and thrilled 
the crowd, The name of thie sailorhero was Ben 
Flemming. A more alfecting incldent, if possible, 
wae the unfurlingof the flag of the decimated S30 
regiment, composed of Erleboya, of which there 
now rematn but three hundred survivors, Colonel 
McLane, who was originallly,in command of this 
regiment, wasn captain in tho Mexican war. At 
the breaking out of the Rebellion, be was sherilf of 
Erie county, apd wae tendered, by Governor Curtin, 
the position of Commlmary General of the State, 
which he/ declined 1a a letter doslaring that tn 
this war ho “would s'and by the cuns.” sind 
he fulfilled his word, for he died «t the head of his regi- 
‘ment. ‘The command was then assumed by Colouel 
Strong Vincent, ono ef h_ mos ac omplished young

Thero resides at Titusville Mr, E. L. Drake, the 
original disenverer of the ofl product, He is a man 
of good hablte, respected In the community, indur- 
trioua anil ueeful; yet euch sre the freaks of fortune, 
that whilo thia cnormous development of wealth 
hos heen given to the world, and from which many 
others have yeallzed princely fortunes, it has been 
the wisfortuce of Mr. Drake, owing to the peoullar 
localities {n which he ataried, and the general vicle~ 
slides that attend all inventora in new fields, he 
has rexped none of the froite of this golden harvest, 

‘The Unton meeting at Titusville, tho president of 
which was Mr, Ubsee, Waa a monster democatra- 
tion, While Goremor Curtin was speating tt was 
pleneing to note the various delegations striving 
from the eurrounding country, partloularly from Ol 
Oreck; and aT etudied the faces of the crowd, T 
could reo that thes were mon of nearly tho same

I have high hopes that the 
population attracted thither by the marvellous de- 
‘volopmenta {n the oll region will contribute to ew: ‘ell 
tho certain mrjority in Crawford, and probably to 
extinculeh Copperheadiem in Venango county. 

Considering it thie petroleum was only di 
covered in 1560, The clicovery hae produced a magi- 
eal effeat upon the whole region around about, It 
has attracted atrnogers from all parte, and unless 
the supply should suddenly ceato, which is not an- 
ticipated, will Infuse rev life Into every Village, and. 
{nduce tho creotion of many other towns. The im‘ 
mediate off region fa about eighteen miles in length, 
extonding from Titusville to Franklin, Vensngo 
county. I did not vsalt Oll Olty, which is In tho 
same county, and ia the plsco where the flowing 
wells are to bo found, but I heard enough to induce 
me to regret that my time did not allow me to go 
there. It hae s populstion of two thousand, and, is 
‘one of the most Important dépéte in this locality, 
being attuate’ at the conflucoce of the waters of 
French creek and the Allegheny tiver, Four thou- 
and two and four-horee teama are engaged dally 
in hauling oll to the different railrond and river 
stations ; the Southern and Eastern markets boing 
supplied from that point, Large quantities of oll 
are flonted down the creek by meana of artificial 
pond freshets, and In conrequence of the extromo 
natrownera of the fyts, mush kill fe requisite in 
wanaelng the differest craft, The yalue of the oil 
transported dally from Oil City is estimated at 
$£0,C00 ; and when it ic conel¢ered that the price of 
{his oll in Incressing rapidly, another year will at 
Teast double this amount, 

Tt was sald at the commencoment of the war that 
the oll region would turn out the beat soldiers for 
tho reason that the prorls there had beeome nc. 
customed to drilling. Ard If we coosider either tho 
number or the material of the men furnished to the 
Government from this portion of |he State, we will 
be fuliy ratified of the justice of the remark. Im- 
mediately after the striking of oll oa the Oll creok, 
an intense excitement was pro ‘uced, particularly in 
the beautiful old town of Franklin, It was then 
tupposed that the place would besome one of the 
great dépéts for the product, and the inhabitants 
were In conecquence considerably elated, As yet, 
bowever, comparatively Mtto success has attended 
the boring of wella in that region. Lately the At 
lantie and Grest Western Rallrosd Company ex- 
tended a branch of their road to that borough, and 
the people there are again sanguine that it will ar- 
sume an important position in concection with the 
great national product.

Although some ctrora may occur to thoee 
who are better acquainted with much I bave at 
tompted to write about, it is proper that I should 
add that I have been careful in the collection of 
facto and dats to do juetico all round. To mingle 
atoong the peoplo of Pennsylvania, to study their 
habits and to gather their opinions, to observe the 
development of the rezources of the State—these 
bavo always seomed to me 20 many Smperativo 
dutica of the journalist, But they have also 
afforded me great snd exquisite enjoyment. There

THE BATTLE NEAR CHATTANOOGA, 


OUR TROOPS ARE DRIVEN, BUT 
REGAIN THEIR GROUND. 


Desperate Fighting—Severe Losses. 


TEN GUNS CAPTURED FROM THE 
ENEMY, AND SEVEN LOST. 


THE BATTLE UNDECIDED, 


OCixciNNATH Sopt. 24.—A. special despatch to the 
Commercial glves the tollowing account of the fight 
on Saturday : 

‘The battle opened at eleven o'clock, in the violnity 
of Widow Gleons, on the rond leading from MeL 
more’s Cave to Chattanooga, and soon became 
general, tho cnemy mancuvring troops finely. 

Early In the actlon the rebels made an impetuous 
charge qa the famous Loomls battery. Five out of 
six guns wore captured, Captain Vanpelt, com- 
mandlng the battery, was taken priconer. 

‘At two ololock the contest was terrifie, ‘The roll 
of musketry was far moro contlnuous nnd deafening 
than at the battle of Stono river, 

At240P, MM, the division on the contre belog 
pushed and broken, retreated in disorder. 

Colonel Barnett planted his battery and soon 
chesked the pureulog enemy, Who in turn were dri- 
ven in disorder over the same ground, 

General Davie? division was driven back with 
heavy lose, and every gun of the Eighth Indiana 
battery oaptured. when his forces rallied, pushed the 
enemy back, ani rotook thelr guns. 

Reynolds lost heavily, but stubbornly held bie 
ground, driving the enemy, but never leaving his 
lines. i 

Palmer aloo was overwhelmed and falled to gat off; 
hia whole battery and two guna were lost. 

‘Van Cleve, aftor Sighting gallantly, lost his ground 
and was overpowered, failing to regain bis porition. 

Our line, preeeed eeverely, wavered, and the rebels, 
exulting over thelr apparent success, made tho air 
rozound with cheers, 

‘Thoy advanced aloog the whole line, and when 
within our fire, the mustotry rolled from right to 
Joft, ani until 6 o'clook the ighting was terrific. 

‘The General grew auxious, The wounded poured 
In anf the rebela moved steadily up to his head- 
quarters, ° 

‘New forece were oppored to them, and from this 
time tll dark tho battle raged with destructive 
fury. 

At duok, the tiring having almost coated, the 
onemy throw forward fresh troops and again en 
gaged our right. 

The action became general, and watil long after 
dark raged with fury. 

‘The battle thus far has been a bloody one. Our 
Jona ts very heavy, and the prisoners any that rome 
of thelr regimenta were almont annthilated, 

Both armica occupy the samo ground ne when tho 
action begaa. 

We have captured acveral hundred prisoners, 
many of whom nro from the Fast, We took ten 
guns and lost seven.

The Expedition to Texas—Return of 
Franklin's Comninnd to New Ortcans— 
Disabling and Capture of the Gunbonts 
Clifton and Sachem. 

‘At date of September 11th, n correspondent of the 
Herald writen: 

Tho expedition of the 19th Army Corps, Major 
General Frapklin commanding, which left Nos? 
Onleape on the 4th Inst., haa returned, without a> 
compliehing the object for which ft was deepatched, 
‘All the preliminary arrangements were made in the 
mort expeditions And secret maoner, sod the pro- 
nileo of suceces was most Mattering upto the very 
Tast moment, wheo a comblontion of thare vatortu. 
pate accidents which no human foresight or dcter- 
mination can prevent or overcome, turned victory 
into defeat. 

ONJECT OP THE EXPEDITION, 

‘Tho alm of the expedition was tho occupation of 
Sabine City, eituate on the right bank, at the mouth 
of the Sablue river, the dividing line of Loutelans 
sod Texas, a polnt of great strategie importance as 
A base of operations Against either Wertern Lou- 
fainne or Eastern and Central Texas. Tho city te 
only forty to forty-five miles from Galveston, by 
Jaod, and about sixty nitles by sea; from Houston, 
the capital of Texne. it {a distant about elxty milea, 
anu is copneeted with It by a branch ratlroad (rom 
Beaumont. This railroad is not in operation at 
Brerent:n portion of the track baving been fora up, 

he isiauce from the mouth of tho. Miselssipp! te 

two hundred and eighty miles, Tho atrategio im- 

portance of the plnee can thus bo comprehended nt 

bglance, and its occupation was. doubtless, Intended

PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

‘Accompanying the land force wae A naval force of 
four light-draueht gunbosts, conalating of the @lif- 
ton, Arizona, Granito Olty, and Sachem, and the 
plan wae for theec to silence the batteries, drive 
hack the enemy, and cover the landing of the troops. 
At the last place of rendezvous, off Berwick bay, It 
wae determined that the entire fect should endeavor 
to reach the point of destination by midnight of the 
7th, and the attack was to take piace at three orfour 
o'clock on the morning of tho 8th, 

PLAN OF DATTLE. 

Tho gunboats Citfron, Arizona, and Sachem, were 
to engage tho enemy’a work, whiie the Granite City, 
which carried only a broadeldo of omall brass cone, 
was to cover the landing of an advance force of five 
hundred men, of General Weltzel’a division. selected, 
from the heroes of Port Hudeon, and composed of 
tivo companies of the 165th New York, four com: 
panics of the 16lst New York, and a detachment. 
from the 76th New York Regiments, under com: 
mand of Captain Fitch, of the Iast named regiment. 
The General himeelf came on boar at the last mo- 
ment, to superintend personally the operation of 
disembarking his troops. 

THE DALL OPENS. 

“All ready" was the signal, apd about four o'clock 
P. M. the guohosts steamed slowly forward. the 
Clifton advancipg directly toward the fort, fovowed 
by the Granite City, and shoin turn by the trans- 
port General Banke, baving on bonrd the advance 
of the army. The Sachem and the Arizona steanied 
‘off to the right and ran up nearly opposite tho bat 
tery. ‘The Clifton opened the ball with s cbell from. 
ono of her 9-ineb pivot guns, which exploded inside 
the rebel worke, throwing up a perfect ehower of 
debrig, and {ostantly followed it with a _eecond shot 
of the'same kind. Soon tho little Sachem, com- 
manded by Captain Johnson, opened her broadelie 
32 pounder guoe on the work, and the next moment 
the Arizona also pald her compliments to the foo. 
‘The gunoery wae magnificent, a few of the shells 
only exploding prematurely and the plecea dropping 
inthe water. Un to this timo, and until from thirty 
to forty ehell had exploded in the work, not n ehot 
had been returned by the coemy. An ominoua ol- 
Jence peryaded the fort, and many were of the op! 
nioa that the works had been abandoned, 

THR EWEN REPLIES, 

The action of the enemy, however, wae tho decep- 
tive calm which often precedes the atorm, and the 
sydden fash of flame, pininly vietblo from the 
deck of the General Banke with the naked eye, and 
the cloud of white emoke which floated lazily uy 
from the parapet of the enemy, were instantly for 
lowed by a heavy shot thrown st the Arizona, the 
largeat hoat of the fleet, and which passed dircotl 
over her, striking In the edge of the water berood. 
‘This wan followed in quick aucceeston by a shot at 
the Sachem, and other at the Clifton, nelther of 
which, however, took effeot. ‘The cugagement now 
beoxme general aod very warm, the Clifton and 
Arizona moviog very slowly foryard and back, 
while the brave little Sachem, under a heavy 
fire, kept pushing atendily forward, endeavoring 
to pass tho battery and engage it in the rear. 
which wss ruppored to be unprotected, This 
movement the enemy divined, and redoubled 
their fire at ber, answered phot for shot by 
the three boats, the huge ehells every Inetant 
borating in their midst, carrylog destruction in thelr 
wakn, and knocking great holes in tho parapet 
‘which anneared of auffielent aize to admit the pasenge 
of 8 carriage aod horses. The enemy ncted with 
great bravery, however, spd if their frealackene| an 
{natant after one of those terrific explosion, which 

ed to shake the very earth sround them, It ws 
inatantly resumed with increased rather thao dl- 
minlehed determination. Gradpally but surely the 
little Sachem was gaining her desired position. A 
moment moro and she would pres out of range, and 
the day would be won. All eves were bent upon the 
noble Iittle oraft, when suddenly a shot was seen to 
trike ber ‘amidehios, crushing Jn ber aldes, and tear: 
Ing the iron plating for the protection of sharp 
shooters AB A pleco of paper, aod causing her to 
eareen and tremble from stem tostern. An Instant 
more aod ahe was enveloped Ip the aoniding vapor of 
encaping nteam, and lay a helpless wreck, at the 
mercy of thoenemy. Tho fag was lowered. 


DISASTER. 

Putting on a full bend of steam, the Olifton ran 
swiftly flown directly toward tho battery, with the 
Snteation, doubtless, of delivering ber broadside, 
giving her sharpsbooters an opportnalty of picklog 
Sit the enemy's gunners. and. thus allencing. the 
works, At the snmp time the Granite City aod the 
Goporal Banks gradually followed tn ber wake for 
the purpore of reaching the point of debarkation an 
soon a8 tho Clifton had effected her object, althourh 
the heavy solld shot and hissing shell which were 
{ntended for tho Clifton, hut which pasted her, came 
rlenehetting alonz on the water, almost reachlox 
them. Just a# tho lifton gained tho polnt she 
aimed at reashing, and aa her bow was thrown 
round elishtly, inthe act of turning, ahe atruck, 
tho velocity with which she was running driv! 
her a long distance into the thin mud at the bate 
tom of tho pasa. At the same time s hitherto 
undiscovered hattery to the loft of the main work, 
nnd in easy rane, opened von her as she lay. hor 
bromide offrring a target of which the enemy took 
every advantsge. Tho esliant Crocker still kept 
Up & constant tire from both bow and bromtelde 
gung, the quick rifles, londed with double charges 


of grape, belag poured into the main work, sweep 
tog the parapot clean at every diacharge, and killing 
the enemy by acorer, while with his broadside gupe 
ho admlotetered dors after dose of shell and rolid 
shot to the battery on the left, Lylog x he did, he 
would probably have. succeeded 1a silencing ‘the 
Tialn worl thus cnabjing the troops to. Jaa, had it 
not heen for the brokdalve work ; for {t wae from 
that his boat was diaablod. Up to this Hme she 
bad nustatned no material damage. The shote 
which had otruck hor had been harmleea to tho ahilp, 
and but very few of hio crow were Injured. Bu 
fate was against him, and ho wns obliged to suc- 
umd. Acshot from tho small battery struck bie 
boat about the centre, pausing through her elde 
snd oatirely through ‘the boiler, leaving her a 
stranded wreok at theencmy'e mercy, 

i THE nEsDUTs, 

Considering tho number of the forces engaged, it ts 
doubtful {f aby ailair of the whole war can compare 
with the battlo of Sabine Pass io obationcy of fight 
Jog, lots of life, nnd the amount of Interest luvolved, 
Totho cnomy it wasn matter of life and death, aud 
tothe Upton forces {t was the opening battle of 
mott brilliant cxtopalgn. The enemy retained thelr 
prize j but thelr loes fine been undoubtedly without 
precedent in the apnaln of the war, sud they will, In 
the midat of their rejolctog, tremble at the thought 
of a repetition of the attack. ‘There were on board 
the Olifton, beelde hor orow, a party of eeventy-five 
sharpsbooters anil threo of the sigaal corps, and oo 
tho Sachem n detachment of thirty sharpshooters, 
OF tho crew of the Clifton, five toldlers, one sallor, 
andoneeizonl man eacaped down the beach, and were 
takon off by a bost from the fleet. ‘Tho bumber of 
lallled nnd wounded must have been large, particu 
larly on tho Olliton, as oe waa not only expored to 
a crons tire, but waa raked {rom stem to atern by 
grape. As to tho killed and wounded on the Sachem 
nothing ts Koown; but the loss in auppored to be 
light, snd mostly from the eecsplog steam, as but thi 
ono shot was dnown to have struck her. The lo 
of the enemy wan undoubtedly enormous, aa the 
huge sine-tnch shell agparently searched créry nook 
and corner of the enrthwork ; and when the Olifton 
wa aground the amo guns poured in ® murderous 
fire of grape, sweeping the pstapet from eud to end,

Capture of the Rebel Gen, Adams and 
1,300 Men, 


TIM REBELS REPULSED! 


A FIGHT WITHOUT PARALLEL IN THE 
TUSTORY OF THE ARMY. 


PARTICULARS OF SUNDAY’S FIGHT, 

Cuattanooca, Sept. 21.—The battle on 
the 19th resulted well for us, we haying 
held our ground as established on our lett, 
and concentrated our forces during the day. 
Oo Sunday morning we held a handsome 
line of battle, with our right on a ridge of 
hills, and our left protected by rude works 
of loga thrown up during the night. 

Our left rested on the east side of Ress- 
yille and Lafayette, about four miles south 
of Rossville. In the fight of the 18th, we 
had lost about 600 killed and 2,000 wounded, 
were aliead three pieces of artillery, and the 
men were in eplendid spirits. 

The engagement was resumed at 9 o'clock 
on the morning of the 20th by an attempt of 
the rebels to storm General Thomas’ left 
and front. They were sovercly repulsed 
several times, with heavy loss to them and 
very little tous. This fight lested an hour 
and a half, and was the most terrific of the 
war, a continuous fire of musketry and ar- 
tillery being kept up with dendly effect. 

During this fight our right and centre 
were not engaged, our skirmishers’ keeping 
up a halting fire. The enemy, finding their 
assaults in yain, mancuyred to the left with 
the intention of throwing a force on the 
Rossville road, and attacking Thomas on 
the left flank. 

‘At this juncture General ‘Thomns ordered 
General Brannan, who had one brigade in 
reserve, and two with Reynolde, holding the 
key of the position (which was Thomas’ 
right), to move to the left of the line, to pro- 
tect the flank of General Rosecrans, and at 
the samo time sent Davis and Van Cleve 
from the right and centre to support Bran- 
nan in the effort to hold the line to Ross- 
ville, and protect Thomas’ lett. 

On seeing the withdrawal of the skir- 
mishers in front of the division, which was 
moving from the right and centre, the enemy 
made a vigorous assault on that part of the 
line, piercing the centre, cutting off Davis 
and Sheridan from the left, and driving the 
centre into the mountains; both the right 
and centre being much scattered, without 
any yery serious loss in killed and wouaded. 

‘The right and centre being gone, Geno 
Thomas’ right became exposed fo a most 
terrific flank attack; and Reynolds end 
Brannon and the right of Thomas’ line was 
coming around—his extreme left being as 
at first. This also fell back short Ul 
on the Rossville road,

After this bloody repulse the enemy re- 
mained quiet until 4 o'clock, persisting, 
however, in manquyring on both our flanks, 
Their full and correct infrniation regarding 
this section of tho country enabled them to 
do 30 with great facility. 

Having again obtained a position ou our 
flank, the enemy made a vigorous attack, 
and a fight ensued which has no parallel in 
the history of this army. 

Colonel Harker's brigade aud General 
Wood's division inguished themselves 
in the fight. 

General Wood, Cclonel Harker, and 
General Garfield were present, and with 
the remnant of General Johnson's division, 
held the left, and covered themselves with 
glory. 

On the right and centre, Generals Bran- 
nan, Buird, Reynolds, and Palmer, with 
parts of theirdivisions, fought most gallantly, 
while Generals Stedman and Granger held 
the reserve, and ,drove the enemy at every 
point where they fought. 

At 5 o'clock General Thomas was tri- 
wmphant, and on the left held bis line of 
the morning. But his right of the enemy 
was vearly back to his line, and almoét at 
right ungles with that of the morping. 

‘Two lines of retreet were open to Genc- 
ral Thomas to Chattanooga, by one of which 
he fell ba 
Our losses haye necessarily been heavy, 
ut the list of killed will be surprisingly 
light. 

In the charge made by General Thomas, 
on the first day, the enemy lost os manz 
killed as we didin the whole day. What 
our losses in prisoners and materia! are, 
cannot now be’ reported: Our killed will 
reach 1,200, and our wounded will amount 
to 7,000, most from slight wounds.

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MATION OF THE PRE. 
SIDENT. 

The President of the United States has 
taken a firm and fearless, but a wise and 
constitutional step, in defence of the Union 
and all the great interests dependent on its 
preservation. He has suspended the writ 
of Habeas Corpus waitil the rebellion is 
ended. The power which this suspension 
will give the President would be dangerous 
in the hands of a corrupt ruler, but the 
honesty and incorruptible patriotism - of 
Asranan Lixcotn guaranty its upright 
and impertial exercise. We know that the 
act was demanded by national necessities, 
and that all loyal men will approve it. 

The objects of the measure are oyident : 
it is specially intended to prevent disloyal 
opposition to the conscription under legal 

"pretences, and to arm the Government 
against the formation of treasonable organi- 
zations for its destruction. That it is not in- 
tended, in any way, to interfere with the 
Tights of loyal citizens, no one can doubt, 
though we may expect the Democracy to 
denounce it, as they have already denounced 
every effective action of the Goyernment for 
the restoration of peace, It isa satisfaction, 
however, to know that they can say nothing 
Worse of the Government than they now say ; 
it is already, in their pretended opinion, the 
Worst tyranny the world ever knew, and 
twenty times. more, unworthy the trust of 
the people than the foul conspiracy it is en- 
deavoring to crush. Therefore, they may 
misrepresent this measnre as they now fal- 
sify and calumniate the conscription act, the 
proclamation of. emancipation, and the law 
which confiseates the property of rebels, 
but they cannot deceive those they haye 
failed to deceive before, nor cause the loyal 
people and the Government to swerve in the 
performance of their duty. ~ 

The President, in thus suspending, for a 

| time, the operation of the writ, has acted by 
the autbority of Congress, which expressly 
conferred upon him the right, and is justitied 
by the necessities of the national situation. 
In the performance of his duty he could not 
hesitate, and strong in his own conscious in- 
tegrity, we believe that he justly depended 
upon the approval of the American people. 
Henceforward, men who give secretly their 
aid to treason cannot escape just punish- 
ment. The President basacted in behalf of 
the highest interests of the Republic, and 
has given additional assurance of his de- 
termination to restore peace and order to the 
whole country, 


THE INTERVENTION QUESTION. 
Intervention in the affairs of foreign Pow- 
ers is so much the practice of England, 
that some historians have not hesitated to 
write down that it is indeed the governing 
Principle of that country. A costly prac- 
tice, at all events, it has proved tobe. Be- 
tween 1788, when the American War of In- 
dependence was ended, and 1815, when Na- 
POLEON Bonaparte finally fell, the nation- 
al debt of England increased from 1,340 
millions to 4,325 millions of dollars, not one 
cent of which debt need have been incurred, 
if England had allowed the French nation to 
choose their own ruler, and their own form 
of government, But Wrnntas Pree was in 
office, almost continuously, from 1783 to his 
death, in 1806, and commenced a war with 
France within twenty days after the execu- 
tion of Louis XVI—a war that, with the 
exception. of a brief interval after the peace 
of Amiens, was bitterly waged for twenty 
years, The ostensible object of this long 
and costly war was to restore the exiled 
Bourbon family, to throw Narorzon off 
the throne and place Lours XVIII. upon it, 
Yet, witfl strange inconsistency, when the 
Allies, in 1814, tendered terms to NaPorzon, 
they offeredsbim the crown of France, pro- 
vided that he would accept the kingdom 
within its ancient limits, as they were before 
the Revolution, and took no account what- 
ever of the Bourbons, for whose restoration 
they had waged twenty years’ war, Had 
Naroxeon chosen, in i8i4, before France 
‘Was invaded, and Paris occupied by foreign 
soldiers, he might have continued emperor, 
and the “legitimate” claims of the Bour- 
bons would have continued in abeyance, 
Exiled in 1814, Narovgon returned to 
France early in the following year, and his 
Wonderful reign of a Hundred Days, ending 
with the catastrophe of Waterloo, the second 
fight, end his own Surrender to England, as 
4 guest, claiming her hospitality, is the most 
remarkable event in European history for 
Founy centuries. It is impossible now to 
judge what might have been the result had 
the European Powers not declared that Na. 
YOLEON’s return from Elba made him an 
outlaw. That return was justifiable on pri 
vate and on publicgrounds. ‘The Bourhoug 
hnd agreed to pay acertain annual income 
to Naroreon, at Elba, which they could 
afford to do, having become ‘possessed of all 
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his treasure in the vaults of the Tuileries, 
and did not remit him one frane. Europe, 
arrayed against hit in 1814, had given him 
Elba as a residence with the tide of Em- 
peror ; but at the Congress of Vienna, early 
in 181, the great Powers, still dreading 
him, wero plotting to steal him away and 
imprison him in St. Helewa, These were 
his private grounds,—want of money and a 
Kuowledge that he was to be treacheronsly 
treated. The public justification of his ro. 
turning to France was the fact that his 
Bourbon successor had Kept faith neither 
with the country nor the army. 

We can only guess how NaPoueon would 
have reigned, had the great Powers Accepted 
his return to the throne of France as an ac- 
complished fact, which it would haye been 
idle to resist. Instead of that, they placed 
him under their ban as nn outlaw, and 
rushed to arms to overthrow him. The 
diplomatic representatives of England, Aus. 
tria, Spdin, France, Russia, Portugal, Pris. 
sia, and Sweden signed a declaration that 
“Narorzon Boxaranre is Placed out of 
the pale of civil and social relations, and 
that a8 an enemy and a disturber of the 
world, he is delivered up to public yen- 
geance.” At St. Helena Navorgon de- 
clared that had he been allowed to reign in 
France, after his return from Elba, his pur- 
pose Was to cultivate the arts of peace, but 
it is impossible to judge how he would have 
acted. He was not a mere soldier, who is 
nothing without war, but also a great juris- 
consult, a mon of yast administrative power, 
au energetic and sagacious donarch. 

At St. Helena Naroneoy complained 
bitterly to O)Mgana that England was the 
first violater of the peace of Amiens, when 
followed the twelye years of European war 
that ended nt Waterloo. He attributed the 
war, from 1798 to 1815, to the evil policy of 
Prrr, who had a restless impatience against 
the Freuch, after they had abolished the 
mousrchy. Naronzon said: “England 
being at war with France, gave the latter 
8 pretence and an opportunity of extending 
her conquests to the length she did with 
me, until I became Emperor of nearly all 
the world, which could not have happened 
if there had been no war,” 

In the recently published life of Vicror 
Huso, is a letter, written in i 
by Josern Bonaranre, in which he takes 
the same view as NAPoLEoN took: “ His 
despotism was only the dictatorship of war; 
it would have ceased with it, Pirr alone 
desired war perpetually, and the event of the 
Restoration has proyed that as chief of the 
oligarchic and absolutist interests of the 
reigning houses of Europe, Prrr was right, 
The whole question between Prrr and Na- 
POLEON lies in this, which desired war? 
Thave documents to prove that NapoLEon 
always desired peace, and that Prrr always 
desired war, Both were tight as chiefs of 
the interests which they represented, those 
of Old and of New Europe.” He adds, ‘The 
sabre with which M. pe CHATEAUBRIAND: 
always arms Narorgon, was never more 
than the hand of justice at home, abroad 
never more than a buckler for the defence of 
his country; he was obliged to attack to de- 
fend himself.”” : 

Pitt's successors carried on his policy for 
along time. They interfered in the uflairs 
of South America, in Portugal, and in 


Greece. WELLINGTON, who was in supreme 
oflice early in 1828, was’ the first Eng- 
lish statesmen of note who decidedly cast 
aside a policy that was continually plung- 
ing England into war and increasing Ler 
National debt, and, of course, her taxa. 
tion. He initiated a new policy when he 
declared, in a Queen’s speech, that the bat- 
Mle of Navarino, (fought by England, 
France, and Russia, on bebalf of Greece, 
against Poland,) -was “an — untoward 
event.” Two years later, the second 
French Revolution came on, and the Bour- 
bon King was deposed and exiled. Wet. 
UINGTON fortunately continued in power, 
and, though urged to interfere, sensibly 
said, “Let the French choose their own 
ruler and! their own form of government. 
Itis nothing to us, so long as England is not 
interfered with;” and so, Lovrs PHILIPPE 
of Orleans became King of the French, and 
was acknowledged as such by England. 
That was enough to make Wrst Pier 
turn in his coffin. 

A few months sfer this Wennxoron 
quitted office, and was succeeded by Earl 
Gney and the Whigs. The motto of that 
Party was “Parliamentary Reform, Re- 
trenchment, and Non-Interyention in the 
Affairs of Foreign Countries.” Unfortu. 
nately, the Foreign Minister in that Cabinet 
was Lord PALwErston, a Tory in principle, 
Who had held office, for nearly twenty 
years, as War Secretary, under Lord Lryen. 
Poor, a pupil, friend, and follower of Prep, 
The result was that during the whole time 
he was Foreign Secretary, end subsequently 
Premier, (a total of twenty-one years out of 
thirty-three since the Grey’ Ministry was 
formed,) Lord Pazarerston has contrived 
to keep England in perpetual hot water. 
His principle apparently is—interfere, at all 
hazards, in the affairs of all foreign coun- 
tries. In this he goes beyond his master— 
he out-Pitts Purr. He has been itching, 
for the Inst two years, to interfere in our 
affairs, and would have done it, we be- 
lieve, only that Louis Naro.gon, com- 
mitting the mistake of allowing his hand 
to be seen, showed such a strong de- 
sire to recognize the South, that Par. 
MERSTON was afraid of playing his astute 
rival's game. By this time, seeing that this 
rebellion is getting broken and dispersed, 
We dare say that Parmerston blesses his 
lucky star for having kept him out of the 
folly of joining France against the United 
States; he well knows that the reply to any 
foreign intervention with us would be equi- 
valent to @ declaration of war against the 
State that hnd the insolence to offer it, 

‘The question often is put—will England 
acknowledge the South? Our reply is that 
there docs not seem to be the’ remotest 
prospect of any thing of the sort. With the 
English, for the most part, success is the 
criterion of right. England perceiyes that 
the South is nearly ‘‘ played out,” and will 
not aid a failing cause. The manner in 
which European aflairs wre becoming in- 
volyed demands England's most serious at- 
tention The entente cordiale which has 
united France and England forsome years, 
evidently is becoming weaker every month 
the more so, as NAPOLEON's very selfish 
views are more apparent, as time rolls on, 
If any serious troubles arise in Europe, the 
great alliunce of England will probably be, 


not with France, but with Russia, and we 
msy anticipate, in that case, assurances of 
Very distinguished consideration, Gan 
England expect, however, that wo can 
forget her building the Alabama? As 
for Louis Naronedy, his game with re- 
spect to Mexico is pretty well understood. 
From the first, he evidently calculated on 
placing one of his own Jamily on the throne 
of Mexico. Jevrenson Davis may recog- 
nize the new Mexican empire, and that, in 
turn, may’ recognize the rebel South, but 
What does that see-saw matter to us, ‘The 
French baye not conquered Mexico, wholly 
or perinanently, and the Southern Confede- 
racy fs falling to pices, Juarsz is yet 
likely to give Marehal Forey some trouble 
in Mexico, ond if further force from France 
is demanded for this foreign yar, the 
Parlsians, alrendy disgusted with its tardi- 
ness, expense, und mortality, may demon. 
strate that opinion to Naronron ina man- 
ner not quite pleasing to him, England, 
we feel, would iutertere with us—if sho 
durat, Her not doing this isn policy en- 
forced on PArmenston and Russet by 
the convincing logic of events, 
en 

PRESIDENT LINUOLN AND THE IN- 
THGRITY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

Whatever Secessionists and Southern 
sympathizers may afiirm to the contrary, the 
proclamation of President Lincorx, suspend- 
ing the writ of habeas corpus, in:certain 
well-defined cases, “during the existence 
of the rebellion,” is in closest accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and 
must commend itself to the calm judgment 
nd dispassionate approval of every loyal 
and patriotic citizen, The Constitution de- 
clares that ‘the privilege of the wiit of 
habeas corpus shall zo¢ be suspended wnless 
when in cases of rebellion or invusion the 
public safely may' require it.” Who will 
deny that ever since the 4th of March, 
1961, andl some months prior thereto, a re. 
delion has heen in progress in certain sec- 
tions of the United States, againat the Iaw- 
fully constituted authorities of the country 
accompanied by a reckless and daring 
invasion of its propewy, territory, and law- 
ful sovereignty? Of the existence, both of 
rebellion and inyasion, if either were at all 
subject to doubt, who are the competent 
and authorized judges? Clearly the United 
States authorities—the Legislative and Exe- 
cutive departments of the Government. 
They, and they alono, are the authorized) 
tribunals to declare the existence of rebel- 
lion or invasion—both, or either. If not 
they, who else? 3 

In the exercise of this high constitutional 
prerogative, on the 8d day of March, A, D. 
1863, the Congress of the United States, in 
both branches assembled, by a formal en- 
actment, declared that such rebellion was 
then in progress, and as a mesns of sup- 
pressing Mt, inyested the President of the 
United States, whenever in his judgment 
the public safety might-require it, with the 
authority to suspend the privilege of said 
writ of habeas corpus, in any case, through- 
ont the United States, or any part thereof, 
In pursiiance of this act of Congress, the 
coustitutionality of which none but the haldest 
|pretender will dare deny, President Lix- 
coun has issued his proclamation, under 
date of September 15, 1863, announcing 
that, in his judgmient, the period for action 
in these premisesThad now come, and sus- 
pending the writ of habeas corpus, in cer- 
tain specific and well-defined cases, during 
the existence of the rebellion, unless the 
act of suspension be sooner revoked. 

We hail this proclamation of our honored 
and heroic Chief Magistrate asa most noble 
and praiseworthy act, for the following, 
among other reasons : 

First. Its tn strict and unquestioned ac- 
cordance both with the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution, Is théte a lawyer in the land, 
of any pretensions whatever, who will hnye 
the hardihood to aflirm the contrary ? 

Secondly, It ts in accordance with the 
plain leller of an act of Congress, passed 
after the maturest deliberation, and in full 
view of the grave and solemn responsibili- 
ties that accompany it. President Lnxcoun, 
in the issue of this proclamation, and in 
thus temporarily suspending the action of a 
sacred constitutional right, has not been 
governed by any whim, cuprice, or volition 
of his own, but has simply followed the 
most earnest advice, and tho most solemn 
authorization of a co-ordinate branch of 
Government—the Senate, representing the 
States, and the House of Representatives, 
representing more immediately the popular 
will. How wholly unfounded, therefore, 
is the allegation, that the act is arbitrary, 
self-willed, and despotic! On the contrary, 
it is in clearest conformity with the Con- 
stitution snd Jaws, and hence, with no 
shadow of truth can it be characterized as 
an executive usurpation, 

Thirdly. The proclamation, and the acts 
x incolees, are imperiously demanded Ly the 
highest and best interests of the Government 
and people. Tt does not admit of denial, that 
in many quarters the laws of the United 
States, even those designed for their very 
salvation, are threatened with total over- 
throw! Tho doctrines of the South Caro- 
lina Nullifiers, of which Jony C, OALHouN 
was the aceredited exponent, haye received 
4 most dangerous amplification. Not Legis- 
latures of States nlone are treating them 
with disregard, but petty districts and county 
courts are sitting in judgment ‘upon them, 
and interposing their authority to set them 
at defiance! Even mayors, aldermen, con- 
stables, and policemen, are ““pronvuncing” 
on the constitutionatity of the statute laws of 
Congress, with as much “asandon’? as if 
they had been specially delegated to this 
purpose! When it is borne in mind that 
the Southern Nullifiers and Secessionists, 
under the much-abused plea of “ State 
Rights,” aye utterly abrogated and ig- 
nored the enactments of Congress; for- 
cibly seized upon mints, arsenals, forts, 
and custom houses, and have done all 
in their power to degrade and destroy 
the supremacy of national constitutional 
law, it is not to be wondered that their 
sympathizing co-operationists in the North 
should manifest an equel disregard in this 
most essential particular, With them the 
nation js nothing. The United Statea ure 
secondary nnd subordinate, Eyery petty 
county court, every borough corporation, 
or town burgess, is of superior account, 
What care dey, indeed, for the nation as 
established by our fathers, when their sym 
pathies are all enlisted on the side of the 
bold and bad men engaged in its overthrow ?

WILL THE SOUTHERN REBELS BE 

RECOGNIZED BY FRANCK? 

We do not think that there is the slightest 
foundation for the belief that the Emperor 
of the French will recognize the so-called 
Southern Confederacy, whatever the Lon- 
don Zorald, Globe, or Daily News, may say 
on the subject. We lay much greater stress 
on the opinion of the Paris Pays, the organ 
which frequently contains intimations pro- 
ceeding directly from the Emperor’s Ca- 
binet. 

Neither do we feel alarmed at the pam- 
phlet published by M, Mronen Cunvatsen, 
the renowned frce-trader, who, in clabo- 
rating the Anglo-French treaty of com- 
merce with Mr, Conpen, won for himself 
the dignity of Senator, aud for the Em- 
peror the hearty abuso of the cotton weavers 
and spinners of France, It is no proof of 
the far-sighted statesmanship of M. Cneva- 
LIEN to suppose that, by recognizing the 
South, France would secure to herself the 
cotton trade of the United States; nor is 
there any ground for the belief that Navo- 
Leon III shares, in this respect, the opinion 
of the Senator. 

The Emperor of the French is too well 
informed by his many diplomatic and con- 
sular agents in this country to believe, for a 
moment, that the Southern States, reduced 
to their present extremity, will ever be able 
to conquer their indepenglence ; and he is 
too prudent a man to provoke the resent. 
ment of the North, or to run the risk of a 
war with us, simply to ald a particular in- 
dustry in two of his provinces, the inhabi- 
tants of which have never been especially 
loyal.to his throne. France could not go to 
war with the United States without a new 
loan of some two or three thousand millions 
of franca, and such a loan, with the three 
per cent. entes quoted at 69, would not 
command more than 55 or 60 in the market. 
M. Fouup, we feel assured, would not be 
responsible for such a mismanagement of 
French finances, | = 

But the French Emperor has, no doubt, 
been misled into the belief that there is a 
party in the North known by the familiar 
cognomen of “tétes de euivre” (Copper: 
heads), who desire the recognition of the 
South by France and England, and the hope- 
less division of the Union, He argues, there- 
fore, that if the Copperheads succeed at the 
next elections they themselves will be for 
peace and recognition, and that then will be 
the proper time for him to help the South, 
without mmning the risk of being called to 
an account. If the Governmentis sustained 
hy the patriotism of the people; if the trai- 
torous faction in the North which opposes 
the war is put down and defeated at the 
polls, we shall hear no mote of intervention 
or recognition ; but, should the North exhi- 
bit symptoms of diyision—a desire to oppose 
the war—to put obstacles in the way of re. 
cruiting our armies and nayies, and to-resiat 
the dra—then, with a divided North, either 
the South or their European sympathizers 
will have an easy play. Then, notwithstand- 
ing all our victones, everything will ngain 
be in jeopardy, while France, England, 
Spain, and even Austria, will attempt to dic 
tate terms of peace to our betrayed and ru 
ined country. If the people wish to prevent 
foreign intervention and recognition, they 
must be united in support of the Goyern- 
ment. Every yote cast for Woopwarp or 
VALLANDIGHAM is an invitation to the Em- 
peror Narozon to reoognize the South, and 
to treat with the rebels for the establishment 
of a European throne. 

Tne satisfactory progress which the cam- 
paign in Pennsylvania is making, as evi- 
denced in the political indications of the

A PIOTURE OF SLAVERY FROM SOUTH- 
ERN JUDIOIAL DECISIONS, 
To the Blttor of Tha Press: 

Mr, Justice Woodward, tho Democratio candic 
date for Governor of this State, consldora aln. 
Very aphaving been made by Providenco “nn in- 
calculable bleasing,”” and Mr. Charles J. Biddio, 
tho President of the Democratic Stato Committee, 
With George M. Wharton and others, calling Hishop 
Hopkins, of Vermont, to thotr assistance, ato on, 
deavoring to make people bellove that the peculiar 
Jnatitution of the South Is by divine appointment, 
Aa Judge Woodward, in the exerolee of ‘hls judicial 
functions, haa bad abundant opportunities to con 
sult the report books of adjudged cares, decided in 
the Southern States, it might fairly be argued that 
he colneldes In sll thetr conclutons, and that the 
Ploture they afford of human bondago is n0 grateful 
to his feolings, that ho dcema the system humana 
‘and beneficent, Mr, Biddle, Mr, Wharton, and moat 
of thelr compatriots, aro also Iawyers, and should 
at least know, from tho aame sources, of what they 
are approving. For the Biehop we baye moro 
charity ; for, although oneo a member of the pro- 
fersion, he has doubtless, by this time, forgotten 
What he knew as a Javwyer; but weshould like to ark 
‘him, and all others, who, without accurate informa. 
tion, uphold slavery as ordained by God, whethor 
human bondage, salt exists at the South, and as 
developed from the records we are about to cito, ia 
in accordance with the principles’ of the Goepel, 
even the precepts of the Moaale economy, 

‘When pictures are drawn of the evil and cruel 
reaults of alavery most persons connlder them aa 
fanciful. But we aro about to disclose that which 
haa no origin In fancy, but i sober matter of faot— 
the deolsions.of courts of justice upon actual onsce 
presented for adjudication, 

The slave In the South Is regarded as nobody ; bo 
hna no legal oxistenee ; lawn pnsaed for the protece 
tlon of othera do not embrace him unless ho ia ape 
clally named ; “of tho righta of personal eccurity, 
personal: liberty, apd private property, he io de 
prived, and the alavo is held pro nuliia,” (George va. 
‘The State, 37 Mies, Rep., 317.) 

The master fa necessarily a despot. “The slave 
to remain a slave, must bo made sens{ble that there 
1a no appeal from hia m (Stote ys. David, 4 
Jones, N. Car., 283,) Be he ever ao afc, the owner 
‘nd overecor{s tho judgo whether he is able or una- 
ble to work, (10 Ala. Rep. 923,) and a promiee made 
to him by hle master has no binding forco or vall- 
aity. 

‘This was exempliticd In tho nee of Bland vs, new 
gro Dowling, (9 G11 & Jobnaon’s Maryland reports, ) 
where the plaintiff (wo blush to say oho was a wo- 
mon) agreed that if ber slave would pay her $200, 
she would give bim his freedom, He faithfully and 
honestly pald the amount, waiting reveral yearn for 
Mt, and then, claiming her promise, wae refused. 
The rigid law of slavery was in her favor, tho Tudge 
saying ‘there could “be no valid contrast between 
master and slavo;"" but aa, fortunately for the poor 
fellow, she had auffored him to live in New Yoric, a 
free State, for two years, ahe was hold to have libe- 
Fated him, and her nefarious attempt to hold him in 
bondage, when she had received hie hari earnings 
Pald to her fa good faith, was {rustrated, 

Nor has he any right to personal property. All 
belonge to hlo manter; and even where the master 
1 generous enough to confer a boon upon the 
slave, the hard spirit of olavery, in tho shape of 
odloua enactments, comer in to provent It. Thum 
in Loulstana emancipation ta prohibited, and the 
slave can, under no elreumétances, be freed; and 
thus, in that Stote, where a will berated one poor 
fellow from servitude, he was complacently told that 
‘‘nslave oannot be a party to any eult but one for 
freedom, and that emancipation being prohibited by 
Jaw, he could not even suo for that.’ (Jamiaon va 
Bridge; Loutslana Annual Reports, 31.) 

But alavery coadescends to greater meannces than 
this. In North Carolina they are prohibited by law 
from keeping various kinds of domeatic animale, 
even by the permission of their ownern, 20 that wo 
find tt deoided in McNamara ye, Kerne, 2 Iredell, 66; 
some hogs belonging to a slave, kept by him with 
the knowledge and coneent of his master, upon bia 
master's property, and within olght of hia houso, 
were acized by some parish overacere, to bo aold 
for tho benefit of the parish, despite even of the pro- 
teat of the master against their being taken, 

The power of tho master over the person of the 
slave necessarily involves the right of chastleement, 
and this may be faflicted in’ such proportions aud to 
auch extent aa the owner may deom proper, there 
being but a alngle limitation, that it should not be 
excernive, but whother it Is or not Is left for a jury 
(alaveholders of course) to judgo. 

Thus we find tho following cage: Stato vs. Man, 
2 Devereux, 263; In which {t appears, that a master 
having hired a: female slave to another pereon, 
tho Iatter undestook to chnatiee her for having 
committed (eo: saya the report) a small offence, 
During-the prosess she ran off; her master for the 
‘ime cntled upon her to atop, which she refusing to 
do, with the chivalric epirit of the South, the slave 
belng a woman, he abot at and wounded ber. But, 
alas! oho had po redrees. The judge tolla her the 
master is not Mable to indictment for assault and 
battery ; apd feeling how contrary to all scnee of 
Justice and humanity euch a decision must appear, 
{a compelled to aay: "A judge cannot but Isment 
when auch capea ‘sa the present are brought {ato 
Judgment. It a impossible that the restons upon 
which they goean be appreciated, but whore inati- 
tutlone almflarto our own exist and are thoroughly 
understood, The struggle, too, ingghe judge's own 
breast, between the feclinge of the man and theduty 
of the magletrate, 8 a sovere one. I: would gladly 
have avolded this ungrateful question.”” 

As tho clave cannot defend himself sgaiast his 
master, neither can he against aoy one clas, In ove— 
ry Southern State a black man ls, by virtue of hie 
color, a slave uatil he can prove his freedom (How- 
ard va. Howard, 6 Jones, 235.) And in South Caro- 
Uns the ineolence of x slave towarde-a white person 
4 on offence for which ho may be tried and pun- 
Johed (ex-parte Boughaton, 2 Strobhark, 41,) In thie 
caso the prozecutrix (a woman) charged the elavo 
with using ‘ingolent Innguage and-action” towarde 
her, sau the poor victim, being unable to spenk for 
himself, and incapable of produstog hia fellow-slaves 
Aa witnesses, doubtlees was well punished, for 60 
Vague ® chargo may be ured to distort apy trivial 
chroumatance into a grievous offence. 

The slave must, therefore, obey bia msater > if he 
rerloto, bis master may chastiac him at diacretion : 
and yet singularly enough the poor cresture cannot 
abled himaclf behind his commands, This te the 
doctrine of Sarah va. tho State, 18 Arkansas Rop., 
114, whero {t was decided that “When a slave fa in. 
Aieted for a orimioal offence, ho onnnot show it was 
committed by order of hia master, except in mitigas 
tlon of punishment, when lesa thana felony.” Order. 
cd, therefore, to ateal even a vhicken, he rune the 
gountiet between the master’s whip and platol and 
the lath and dungeon of the common jail, 

No wonder, then,that the power of tho,maater being 
80 absolute, it xometimes risen into frightful exce 
Which oceaslonylly fd thelr way into court. Such, 
for {nstance, as tho case of Unioy va. the State, 11 
Humphreys, Tenncesee, Rep, 172, where, upon the 
pretext of the slave being lowd snd vicious, and it 
being necessary for his moral reformation, hie m 
ter, an old man, asiated by bis two sons, mutilated 
him frightfully, eastratus est, Who but one Imbued 
with the brutllzing sentiments of elavery would 
have dared to offerauch a defence for auch an outrago 
in a court of justice? 

We haye heord a great deal at the North of 
runaway slaves beng hunted by dogs, and eome 
people have supposed It was a mere ctfort of ta 
sgination, We assure them, howerer, it 1s according 
to Southern law. 

‘Witnces the case of Morau ve. Gardaer Dayle, 18 
Georgis Rep,, 722, in which it waa deolded, that (it 
le Inwful to hunt runaway elaves with dogs, pro- 
vided it be done with adue degree of caution and 
clroumspection.” In that case the platotli had 
hired his clave to the defendant. Whilst {n the ser- 
vice of tho latter ho ran away. Hin master, for the 
time betog, employed a creature by the name of 
Hamblin, who hunted him with dogs, but the poor 
fellow, terrified by tho pursult, pluaged fato a creck 
and waa drowned. The owner sued him for the 
value of the slave, auch an idea ae punishing the 
mbecreant criminally being out of the queation. But 
the owner {a told by the court “that tt Js Iasful to 
hunt a slave with dogs on generel principles. provided 
the doga would not lacerate, and otherwise materi 
ally injure the #lave—the atatuto of the State, probl- 
biting the uec of harah or crucl treatment of slaves, 
using the words unnecessarily biting or tearing will, 
dogs.” 

But thie approves iteelf alto to the moral and rell- 
gious convictions of the judge, who says: “The 
South has lost elxty thousand alaves, worth twenty- 
five or thirty millions, Instead, therefore, of relax. 
ing the means allowed by Inw for the security and 
evjoyment of this species of property, tH facilities 
offered for ite escape, and thetemptation and encou- 
Tagement beld out to ipduco it, constrain us, wil 
Hogly or otherwise, to redouble our vigilance, and 
to tighten the cords that bind the negro to bis condle 
ton of sorvitude—a condition which ts to last, if the

We have teen that in Louisiana emancipstion is 
utterly probibited, How dbifioult ft isin any alavo 
‘State can easily be discovered by any one who will 
examine their atatutes and the decisions basedupon 
them. The process in encumbered with go many 
difficulties, requiring oftentimes the sanction of the 
Legialature, that practically tt would almoat appear 
fo boa hopeless task.

Look, for inatsnee, at the eclebrated Braseallo 
ease, often cited, and reported {n 2d Howard, Miz- 
stesippl Reports, S37. ‘There Ellzha Brascallo, m 
Planter in Misoisaippl, was faithfully and success. 
fully nursed by a mulatto lave during a dangerous 
and protracted Llinesr, He afterwarda took her to 
Ohio, had her educated, and finally married her, 


The Judge, (Sharkes,) 
1n bls opinion, urea this language: “Tho state of 
the caso showa conclusively that the contract had 
ite-orlgin in an offence againat morality, pernicious 
and detentable, as nn oxample. But, above all, it 
scomato have beea planned and executed with a 
fixed deaign to evade the rigor of the Jawa of thin. 
State. The aota of the party in going to Ohio with 
the olaves, and thero- executing the decd, and his 
Ammediste retura with them to this State, polut 
With unerriog certainty to his purpose and object, 
The lawa of this Stato: ospnot be thus defrauded of 
thelr operation by one of our own citizens,” 

Thin merciful judge gaye oo quarter to the alavey, 
No time was afforded to apply to the Legiclature to 
sanetion the emanolpation, but the greedy North 
Carolinians took the whole of the catate, and the 
mother and son were deorced, in the language of the 
Judeo, stilt slaves and par? of the estate of Elisha Bras 
scales 

Let us contrast with this cketch of Amorican alae 
very, the effect produced upon the ancieat Jew, by 
the lews of Moses, relotive to thelr bondmen and 
bondwomen, the Cannaniter, Soya Matnonides, a 
high authority, in his Treatiso Yad Hacksakab 
Book +: “Though the law did not expressly enjoin 
us not to treat the heatben slaves with rigour, yot 
piety and juatice require us to te merciful and kind 
to them. We onght, therefore, not to oppress them, 
nor lay heavy burdeas upon them, nay, We ought to 
Jet them partake of the same food with hish we 
indulge ourselves, Our pious ancestors madéit a 
nuleto give thetr slaves a portion of every dish pre« 
pared for thelr own use ; nor would they alt down to 
thelr meals bofore thoy had acen that thelr sorrants 
were properly provided for, coasldering themaclyea 
thelr natural protectors; remembering what King 
David sald, ‘Behold, aa the ofqp of slaves aro dic 
Feoted towarda thelr martera, aud aa the cscs of the. 
handmald towards ber mistress,’ &¢, 

Equally improper {bis to insult them by words or 
blows, Tho law has delivered them over to sub= 
jeotion, but not to insult. Nor muet we bavwl at 
them, or be in a grent paasion with them ; but speak 
to them mildly, and attend to their reatonable coms 
plaints. Such conduct Job considered aa very meri- 
torlous, as he old, “If I ever did despiso the cause 
of my slave or handmald when they contended with 
tae, what, then, shall Ido when the Almighty rlsea 
up! Did not He that mado mo make hint" 

Cruelty and violence characterize Heathen [dolas 
tors; but the rons of Abraham, the Iaraclites, 
whom the Holy (blessed bo His namo!) has so emt- 
neatly distinzutehed by wise mud just late, ought 
to be kind and compassionate, apd as merciful am 
He of whom it iseatd, “He Is good to all, and his 
mercy extenis over all hs worke,’ 

So, thought this distlaguished Tetselite, was the 

{ntluence of the Mosate law. And what say the 
Apostles of our Lord} : 
“And yet masters do the same things unto them, 
Sorvcoring threatening ; knowing that your Master 
‘leo fa in heaven; neither Is there reapect of persona 
with him.” Ephealsno, 4 ch., 5 verse, 

“Masters give unto your servants that which ig 
just and equal ; knowing that yo also bave a master 
in heaven." Colossians, 4 ch., 1 yereo. 

How does the picture wo hgve drawn of Southern 
slavery, from Ite own records, contrast with Jewiah 
slavery and the precepta of the Gospel ? 

‘The resder enn now understandingly anawer the 
question proposed by Judge Woodward, in tie cele- 
brated apecch of December 13, 1800: 

“Do you not sce, and eve aad feel, how good It 
was for us to hand over our slaves to our frlente of 
the South—how good it was for ua that they have 
employed them ia raising a staple for our manus 
facturers—how wlee it waa to oo adjust the coms 
Promises of the Constitution that we could live In 
union with them and reap the elgnnl advantages to 
which I have adverted!” We consigned theme no 
heathen thrall, bul to Christian men professing the same 
faith swith us~speaking the some Ionguage—reoding the 

olden rule in no one-sided and distorted shape, bul 2a If 
Prrecorded-—a rule to saves os rescioe 

We have examined this syetem, as judicially de 
Veloped under thece masters, and what Ja the re. 
sult! No faith Ls to be kept witha slaye—he has no 
righta—he may be besten without any redrece—his 
Property ts not hia own—if even hismaster is tender- 
hearted, euch Kindneas of feeling munt be repressed — 
ho may be lawfully hunted by dose—the forcioic 
violation of his wife 1s no excuse for vengeance on 
the aggreanor—the chastit, of a femsle slavels of no 
account—sympathy for them is “mere twaddle 
and thelr restoration to [reedom should be discoun 
tenanced, 

Does Judge Woodwan!, whose question in the 
Ught of these deolatons ecema the sbarpeat irony, 
consider this a Onristlan and humane tostitutlon, 
and the men who wield {t, “Christian men, read. 
{ng the golden rule in n0 oneeided and distorted 
abape”'—dolng to othera as they would have others 
doto them? If 20, his standard of Christianity is 
far different from our own, and we trust be may find, 
Do sympathy with it from any other quarter,

Thousand of them bavo 
been alain tn tho renks, and thousanda atill remain 
to uphold constitutioasl authority, I remember, 
too, equally well, thst three years ago T had the 
honor of spesilng to.» multitude assembled here, 
was then 8 candidate for tho high offlea which mubse- 
quently n generous people were pleased to confer 
Upon me, I wns soxlous then, my friends, to be 
clected. T had sp ambition to be’ Goveraor of this,

[Great 
Applauee,] I oandot understand, nelther do 1 
favor, but I treat with lunutterable contempt, that 
sasumed loyalty which scparatea itself from 
A copatant, active eupport of the President of 
tho United States, the vislblo head of tho 
Government, J cannot understand the princlples 
of that man, who in the hour of Sta peril, when it 
fa bleeding at cvery pore, when thounande of our 
people havo taken their lives in their hands, aod 
fone forth in its defeace; and when thoy stand 
Kroucd it now, in faroit battle-felds—aye, when 
good men pray for tho safety and auecees of hore 
gallant soldiers; when, from tho family altar, 
morning and evening, there ascend to Gad, from

Composed as it is of men who have 
heretofore belonged to different political organiza- 
tions, It in, 10 no ecnee, a partiean body, At tho Inet 
Presidential cleation somo of its members supported 
John 0. Breeldurldge, eome Stephen A. Douglas, 
zomo Joho Bell, and others ‘ho present Oi Miele: 
trate, Abraham Lincolu, It Knows no party now 
but the party of the country. aud acknowledges 20 
political obligation, save that of nesieting, by all the 
Menus In Ite power, the constituted authorities of 
tholand to destroy theesuseless and wicked rebellion 
which threatens the deatruction of our National 

Government. 

‘Whilst wo catirely disclaim all dealre to promote 
the electlon of any man or act of men to office, 
aimply because they are the candidates of a particu: 
ler polities! party, we cannot, nevertheless, fall to

Wanp.—A large fire oosurred on Saturday, at the 
Induetrial Works, altuated on Coral streot, between 
Adams and Latterly, in the northern part of the 
Nineteenth ward. The msin bulldog was four 
storien in height; adjololog was a onc-otory bulld- 
ing in the yard; alton oneatory eagine room snd 
drying-houee, anda one-story pléker-room, Besides 
the buildings, there were a two-story frame, one 
hundred snd tiventy- five fect Joos, a twotory office 
nnd finiehlog-roow, anid a range of sheds and aeveral 
frame out-buildiogs, all of which were enoloacd bya 
fence. All the buildings and the fixed machiuery, 
much as steam engine aud main shatting, were owned 
by Messrs, Taylor, Mevtcrott, & Oo. 

‘The Grat story of tho main building was occupled 
by Ifesera, Medicroft & Winterbottom, manufac 
Rirere of carpet para, 

‘The eecoud story was ocoupled by Mr, Willem 

Soholes, a maker of wool stocking yarn, The thint 
and fourth stories were occupled by Mezers. Taylor 
& Richardson, makers of powerloom gooilm, euch na 
cheek, giogham, andvalencls. This firm also occu 
nied the basement for dyeing purposes. The long 
framo building above epoken of was occupled on the 
first oor by Mleaers. Medicroft & Winterbottom, 
manufnctureta of carpet yarn, out of old shoddy, 
ke, Here the fabric is torn 'to plecea by steam 
piskera. 

‘The third story of thfa building was occupied by 
Mesera, Beatty %& Ooope, makers of cotton yarn. 
‘The two-story brick, uscd’ as an offlee and flashing 
oom, war owned and occupled by Messrs: Taplor 
&'Co. The pleker room of Messra, Medicroft & 
Winterbottom, on the first floor of the long tiwvo- 
ttory frame, was in full operation. There wore 
two men and two boys at work therein. 

Suddenly, nnd as quick ag a flagh of lightning, 
opark waa ‘otrusle by tho fron teeth of the picker 
against tome grit {a the shoddy, nnd in less time 
than it takea to write about it, the entire room was 
in a bloze, the loore dunt and fibre continually fly- 
ing from ‘the machines and cettling all around, 
fordlug gunpowder like facility to epread the flames. 
‘The men and boys barely ceoaped with their lives. 
At thle time a tremendous galcot wind waa blowlng 
from the northward, and tho neareat fire company, 
the Taglor Hose, being at least half a mile distant, 
It would seem that the cathe above-described pro- 
perty was speedily to be reduced to aster. Tn a 
very fow moments tho bulking was tn a trightful 
Diaze; tho dames leaping wildly and tho smoke 
feeulog forth in furlous volumes of blsckaees under 
the power of tho gale. The two-story brick oiflee 
and Balshiog room Were apcedily enveloped in the 
caloric element, At this time an lotengo pant 
felzed the operatives In the main bulliog.  Therd| 
Wworo about ope hundred, all. told, consisting of 
men, women, boya, and ‘girle. There was but 
one stairway that afforded ogress, | This was long 
and narrow. On tho sffrighted partie rushed pell- 
mell, unl all got antely out, Some elfort wae mado 
by a'fow mea who recovercil from the panic first, to 
subdue the flames, but they might ne well have at 
tompted to force patriotism into pebble heades fgno- 
rance. The drying-houce, as well ae the picker 
Toom, was entirely destroyed. ‘The engine-house 
was partly demolished. The wind, up to this time, 
was blowiog from the main building, when aud- 
denly it turned ita rebelloun power the other way, 
fil na quick aa meditation on the wipge o{ thought, 
fifty vAndows on the south side of the large fsbric 
were Joa inze, ‘Tho fico depnrtment weas pretty 
Well represented by this time. Ohlef Lyle at onco 
Olrected all the stesmera to turn their streams on 
the windows, It was a thrilling ecenc—fearful and 
sublime. Aligave up the building to destcuction, 
but the steamers triumphed; the bullding was 
saved. 

‘A row of dwelllnga on the east alde of Coral strect 
waa pretty well bliatered or scorched, but tho 

rompt application of water from the steamers re- 
[loved the mina of the affrighted occupants from 
all further apprehension. A row of young orna: 
Tucntal trees in front of theac hourea wererutaed by 
tho tire or great beat. 

‘A considerable quantity of manufactured goods 
svere removed from the mata building, Someof the 
Uundlea or baica took fire from falling flakes, but no 
serious damage was done.

Four circum- 
stances are eid to baye aided to confirm 
the popular belief. First, a statue, sup- 
posed to be a figure (enceinte) in woman's 
clothes, was discovered in a certain place 
in Rome. Secondly, a stono with an in- 
scription on it was found in that same place. 
Thirdly, a peculiar sort of chair was mado 
vse of when a new Pope was installed. 
Lastly, Roman processions were in the ha- 
bit of taking a circuitous route, so as to 
avoid a certain street. The accomplished 
writer to whose account of Dr. DéLunoEr’s 
book we are much indebted, meets these four 
points with much shrewdness, Ho says: 
“Of course, the popular mind constructed 
hypotheses on these lust two circumstances, 
although the street was avoided hy proces. 
sions, because it was too narrow for them 
to pass, and the chair which was such a 
suspicious object, was only an old Roman- 
bath chnir, The statue Was, in itself, no- 
thing remarkable, but was taken in ‘con. 
nexion with the stone that bore an inscrip- 
tion, und was supposed to be a tombstone. 
This stone seems to haye been erected by a 
priest of Mithras, whose name was Parr 
Rius, but, by the same Jaw as that recorded 
in ‘The Antiquary,’ which converted
